Wepener, going in all directions from 
which the relief columns are expected. 
Desultory cannon firing and sniping 
have been going on all day with scarcely 
any reply from Colonel Dalgety's force. 

Our casualties up to date are believed 
to have been 25 killed and 110 wounded. 

Aliwal North, AprJ 20.— Captain Lit- 
tle, of Brabant's Horse, Lieutenant Hol- 
Lcek and Mr. Milner, a Keuter corres- 
pondent, fell into the hands of the 
enemy, while they were trying to reach 
Wepeuer a week ago. Everything was 
taken from the prisoners, who were 
sent to Pretoria. Their native servants, 
who escaped from the Boer laager near 
Wepener, say that there were four guns 
disabled anil that the Boers lind lost 100 
in killed. It is also ascertained that the 
Boors made a night attack on April 11, 
but were discovered while creeping, 
along a deep ditch by Cape Mounted 
Rifles, with Maxims, who fired into 
them nt a distance of 200 yards, with 
the result that the Boers lost live wagon 
loads of killed and wounded. A sim_- 
ultnneous attack in other qtinrters was 
repulsed by the British, who used their 
bayonets. The Boers still surround 
Wepener, but there has been little firing 
lately. 

London, April 21.— The Times pub- 
lishes the following despatch from .lam- 
niorsburg, dated Thursday, April 10th: 

"The investment of the British posi- 
tion on the east and south lias been re- 
laxed. A majority of the enemy are 
supposed to have left for the purpose of 
intercepting the rc'ief column, leaving one 
gun and about 1,000 men on the west to 
prevent our co-operation. Our casualties 
are about 150. 

"No sound of the relief column has yet 
been heard,"

DESPERADOES IN EVIDENCE. 

Watchman at Hunting Lodge Is Shot 
and Gagged— Daylight Mail Rob- 
bery in New York. 

New York, April 20.— Two masked 
robbers surprised Charles Maun, watch- 
man of the Into Theodore Hnvcmayer's 
hunting lodge, near Mahawah, N. J., 
early this morning. After shooting him 
down they gagged him, bound him to a 
tree, then broke into the house and 
ransacked it, taking two sacks full of 
guns and valuable hunting trophies. Op 
leaving they forced the wounded watch- 
man to accompany them. He was 
dragged for over a mile through tlie 
woods. The robbers finally bound him 
to n tree. Farm hands found him after 
daybreak almost dead from loss of blood 
and exhaustion and exposure. 

A bold attempt was made to rob the 
United States mails this morning. Tlie 
'third Avenue mail car, attached to the 
roar of the regular tripper, was passing 
Chatham Square at 9:30 when a man 
jumped from the sidewalk, thrust his 
arm through the open side door, seized 
an empty mail bag and dashed down the 
Bowery, while the crowd stood aghast 
at the daring deed. Ofllcer Paul Mont- 
gomery gave chase and caught him after 
a hard run. The thief was desperate, 
and dropping the bag tried to tear hin> 
self from the policeman's clutches. lip 
turned on his pursuer, striking him vio- 
lently, and a fight ensued. Blows were 
freely exchanged, but at last the police- 
man secured his prisoner. 



MR. HAULTAIN'S GRIEVANCE. 

Regina Paper Says Premier Cooked Ac- 
counts—He Will Have an 
investigation. 

Winnepcg, April 20.— In the assembly 
at Regina yesterday Premier Haultain 
called attention to an article appearing 
in the Regina Standard, which charges 
I lint he deliberately cooked government 
accounts. It was due, he said, to him- 
self and the house and country that tlie 
matter should be thoroughly inquired 
into, and he therefore asked the house 
to elect a special committee with full 
powers. 

It. B. Bennett questioned the jurisdic- 
tion of the house in the matter. If Mr. 
Haultain felt himself aggrieved lie 
could go to the courts of law, and it was 
cowardly to resort to a committee of the 
house instend of appealing to the proper 
tribunal. He would oppose the motion 
and divide tlie house. The motion was 
agreed to by 23 to 3, and a committee 
appointed on motion of Dr. Patrick. 

BUSH FIRES ALREADY. 

Prevailing Along Manitoba's Southern 
Boundary And Loss of Life 
Reported. 

Winnipeg, April 20. — Very serious 
bush (ires are raging along Minnesota 
boundary, near the terminus of the 
Manitoba & Southeastern railway. 
'I here are very valuable timber lands in 
the vicinity and several railway camps 
are in the track of the fire. There are 
fenrs that several men have perished. 
Telegraphic communication is cut off, 
and a special train left the city to-night.

Kings- 
ton. 



London, April 20.— The Prince of 
Wales arrived at Dover this morning on 
his return from his visit to Copenhagen, 
and the occasion was marked by scenes 
of remarkable enthusiasm. 

The return of the Prince of Wales to 
this city was made the occasion for a 
spontaneous demonstration of enthus 
iusm by thousands of persons who 
thronged tlie Charing Cross railway sta 
lion and ifs approaches waiting to show 
their gladness at the heir apparent's es 
cape from death. 

The whole route to Marlborough House, 
especially Pall Mall, was thick with peo- 
ple, and around the Charing Cross sta- 
tion, the police had the utmost difficulty 
in controlling the crowds. The Duke of 
York awaited his father's arrival on the 
platform of the station and when the 
train bearing the Prince drew in a migh- 
ty shout went up from the mass of spec- 
tators outside the barricades. By that 
time the King of Sweden, now on a visit 
to England, his white head inches above 
the waiting crowd, had joined the Duke 
of York. When the Prince of Wales 
Stepped out of the train he was affection- 
ately greeted and congratulated by his 
son and the visiting sovereign and then 
amid tremendous cheering he entered a 
closed carriage and drove off with the 
Duke of York. 

His Royal Highness bowed repeatedly 
as he passed through the cheering ranks 
and went by the omnibusses which had 
been stalled for several blocks and which 
were then used for grand stand pur- 
poses. The heir apparent appeared to be 
in excellent health and was dressed in a 
light tweed suit. Behind his closed 
vehicle was an open carriage containing 
King Oscar, who received an ovation, 
which almost equalled that of the Prince 
of Wales, to which His Majesty replied 
by vigorously waving his hat, which urg- 
ed the crowd to still further enthusiasm. 
All along the route similar scenes oc- 
curred, the crowds around Marlborough 
House, being particularly large. 

The spectators of the Prince's home- 
coming consisted chiefly of the well-dress- 
ed and eminently respectable. From 
their comments, it was evident how gen- 
uine and heartfelt is the rejoicing over 
the Prince's escape from Sipido's bullet. 
The most common remarks were, "How 
well he looks," "What a blessing he has 
come back safe and sound." 

King Oscar's unexpected appearance 
and democratically expressed enthusiasm 
created intense delight and made that 
monarch quite the hero of the hour. 

Berlin, April 20. — Emperor William's 
sudden visit to Altoua to salute the 
Prince of Wales yesterday, was a regu- 
lar tour de force.' It was evidently un- 
dertaken of a momentary prompting, as 
scarcely anyone even in the immediate 
entourage of his Majesty was informed 
beforehand of the trip. The Kaiser left 
Altona seventeen minutes after the 
Prince of Wales.

FLOODS NEAR QUEBEC. 

Chaudiere River Higher Than Ever Be- 
fore and Railway Bridges Taken. 

Quebec, April 20.— Recent rains and 
warm weather have caused Hoods on 
nearly all the rivers in this district. The 
Chaudiere river has risen four feet high- 
er than its previous highest mark. The 
iron bridge of the Dfummond railway at 
Chaudiere has moved eight inches on its 
pillars, while the old wooden bridge at 
St. Romohl has been carried away. 

The Quebec Central bridge at St. An- 
sel me nlso lias been carried away and no 
trains are moving on the Quebec Central.

"The government is told," said Mr. 
Long, "that having published the de- 
spatches, it is bound to deal immediately 
with ihe Generals affected, but in follow- 
ing such a course, the government might 
have to dismiss every General the mo- 
ment he made a mistake. Had such n. 
policy been pursued in the past, many 
most glorious deeds would not have been 
performed. 

"The government used its discretion in 
publishing the despatches. From the be- 
ginning of the campaign, Her Majesty's 
ministers have not swerved from the rule 
of leaving the conduct of operations to 
the discretion and judgment of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief."

GUERILLAS IN NATAL. 

Duller Takes Drastic Step for Suppres- 
sion of the Boer Raiders. 

London, April 21.— The Ladysmith cor-' 
respondent of the Daily Mail says: "The- 
Boers in Natal are already commencing 
guerilla warfare. Both the Trausvaalors' 
and the Free Staters are compelling the- 
natives to bear arms. 

"General Buller has ordered all the-, 
farmers between Ladysmith and the 
Drakenberg range to retire to Esteourt." 

The Ladysmith correspondent of tlie 
Standard says: "There is good reason 
to believe that the Boer raids are intend- 
ed to cover tin; enemy's withdrawal from 
Natal, in order to help the Boers in op- 
posing the advance of Lord Roberts." 

Elandsiaugte, April 1.9. — Thursday- 
Yesterday the British patrols discovered 
another party of Boers on the British 
left in the same position from whnch tlie 
enemy recently fired on the South Afri- 
can Horse, in this instance, however, 
there was no tiring. 

Native deserters confirm previous state- 
ments with respect to the fortifications 
and strength of the Boers along the Big- 
garsberg range. The enemy have recent- 
ly established a large hospital. 

The Boers are losing many horses. The 
rank and file are not allowed to forage 
for supplies. 



FREE STATE FLOODED. 

High Water Brings Travel to a Stand- 
still—Railway Ballast Washed 
Away. 

London, April 21.— The Bloemfonteiu 
correspondent of the Morning Post tele- 
graphing Thursday, April 10, says: 
"There is already a thirty foot tlood of 
the Caledon river, which is reported to- 
be still rising. All the drifts on tlie Mod- 
der are impassable. Traffic is temporar- 
ily interrupted southward, the water hav- 
ing washed the ballast from the line o£ 
the railway. 



TO POST THE EMPEROR. 

German OlUeer to Write Technical Re- 
view of South African Operations. 

Berlin, April 20.— Capt. Reitzenstoin,. 
of the German army, who went to South- 
Africa to prepare a special report_ for- 
Emperor William, upon the military 
operations, will, on his return to Berlin, 
write an important military technical 
work in corporating his official reports 
and developing his critical estimate of 
Gen. Joubert, which is understood to be- 
rather unfavorable. 

He is spending the remainder of his- 
leave of absence in Italy and is expected, 
here on May 5.

Beach Drift More Sought Than 
Gold and Guarded by 
Armed Men. 



Death lis Most Horrible Guise 
Threatens New Mining 
Centre of Northland. 



Tragedies at Norton Bay— A 
Salted Proposition— Very 
Latest Advices. 



All records for overland winter travelling 
in the frozen North have heen broken by 
('. 1*. Dam and Onpt. Heckman, of Nome 
City, who left that distant gold centre 
as recently as January 24, ami taking the 
Katmai route, arrived In Victoria none the 
worse for their journey, us passengers 
on the Cottage City this morning. They 
had brought out the United States mull 
and completed the last stage of their jour- 
ney In company with J. D. Morgan and 
John Fredericks, also fro:r» Nome, who 
had left fully a month In advance of them. 
Messrs. Dam and Heckman are of Seattle 
originally, while Messrs. Morgan and Fred- 
ericks still call San Francisco their home. 

It has been a quiet winter at Nome, ac- 
cording to Mr. Dam, and while there has 
been considerable scratching of the coun- 
try in all directions no really notable new 
discoveries have been reported since the 
fast advices from the camp were sent for- 
ward. On the Ophlr, a tributary to the 
Ncauachuek, very good placer ground was 
being uncovered, this being an old creek, 
but only lately come into prominence 
through extra rich dirt being taken from 
it. The alleged strikes on the Siberian 
side, of which considerable was heard here 
n few weeks ago have according to Mr. 
Dam not been accepted seriously by the 
people of Nome, and there Is no thought 
there of a stampede in the direction of 
Russian territory— even If there was no bar- 
rier to possession. 

The great difficulty of the Nome camp 
has been duriug the now ending winter 
and still ia, the scarcity of fuel. The cold 
is piercing in its Intensity, and the prob- 
lem of getting sufficient wood to keep the 
cabin holders from freezing had become a 
very serious one weeks ago. Fur miles 
cast and west of Nome all the wood had 
been gathered up before mid-January, and 
consumed: and miners' meetings were talk- 
ed of for tlie purpose of compelling a shar- 
ing up by those who thriftily bad laid In a 
store of wood when it was available for 
the purpose of ground thawing. 

Stealing from the plies having grown 
common it had become the practice even 
before Mr. Dam started out for the wood 
owners to mount guards day and night, 
rifle In band, over their property, T. 
Board'man having set the example of stand- 
ing sentry over his woodpile. The current 
price of bcaebwood on January 20 was 
$40 and $50 a cord (of most inferior qual- 
Jty), while coal was quoted at from ?12," 
to $150 per con. There Is a fortune in it 
for the llrst steamer that lands fuel in the 
camp this spring. 

Qood reports continue to reach Nome from 
the Port Clarence district, Norman R. 
Smith, the United States deputy mineral 
and land surveyor, nnd Charles L. Cole be- 
ing among the latest to return from tile 
Port.

justify staking. 

Working the tundra near Nome continues 
to yield favorable results, the shaft ou 
the Pope-Wheaton-Campbell claim, north 
of the A. C. Co. warehouse, being down 
37 feet In mid-January, and a good pay- 
streak of gravel Interspersed with ruby 
sand being shown up, while the genuine 
pay was looked for very soon. The claim 
consisting of 1(>0 acres, the owners antici- 
pated reaping a fortune out of it when 
natural gas shall have been discovered In 
the region. From Norton Day such reports 
have been coming In that It Is beginning to 
be reckoned as a rival with the Snake 
River— or Nome district proper. 

At Norton Hay Christmas was followei 
by :i series of tragedies, which are but hint 
ed ill In the latest issues of the Nome pa- 
pers, brought by Mr. Dam. They involved 
the killing of one man named Wright, the 
slow death by starvation and cold of an 
other named keyset-, the disappearance of 
a third, Scott, and the accidental death of 
Dailies, a fourth. 

The Cottage City brought upwards of 
forty passengers In all, a fair proportion 
of whom were just out from Dawson, 
some of them having left ns late us the 
3rd of the present month. 



THREE DIAMOND RINtiS. 

Loft in Driard Hotel Bedroom and Caus- 
ed Owner Much Worry on Quit 
Ferry.

Vancouver, April 21.— .T. G. Moore, of 
St. Catharines, was much agitated yes- 
terday as ho stepped of! the gulf ferry. 
Hailing 11 hack he jumped inside and 
told the driver to drive hurriedly to the

there he told the clerk that liis wife had 
left three diamond rings in a bod-room 
at the Driard Hotel and asked if there 
Vwas any wire for him regarding tlie 
rings. On getting a negative answer 
Mr. Moore said he wanted a despatch 
hurried to the Driard, Jind hurried back 
in n great big hurry, regardless of cost, 
as although the rings were not worth 
over $750 lie would not lose them for 
thousands. 

The clerk of the telegraph office prom- 
ised him n return message iu fifteen min- 
utes: but Mr. Moore had no sooner 
reached his hotel from the telegraph of- 
fice than the reply came: "Kings in pos- 
session of the hotel," exactly ten min- 
utes after the despatch had been sent. 

To-day they were brought over to Mr.

Four years ago the rings were iu posses- 
sion of n burglar for three weeks before 
they were recovered through the enter- 
prise of Chief of Police Cummings of 
the city of St. Catharines.

Fire- 
man Harrison jumped, escaping with a 
number of slight bruises.

AH Committees 

Hard at Work 



Busy Arranging Details for the 
Forthcoming Queen's Birth-., 
day Celebration. 

Suggestion for Football Tourna- 
ment and -Special School 
Boys' Brigade. 



The various committees having in hand 
arrangements for the forthcoming 
Queen's Birthday celebration are all 
hard at work on the details; and if the 
enthusiasm counts for anything this 
year's fete should surpass in excellence 
and success all similar affairs in the his- 
tory of Victoria. 

At a well attended and briskly conduct- 
ed meeting of the general committee on 
sports and procession two important sug- 
gestions In the way of new features were 
made— the first by lan St. Clair, gymnas- 
tic instructor to the public schools, that 
arrangements should be made whereby 
five hundred of the boys attending the 
schools could take part in the procession 
in a special way, wearing some distin- 
guishing badge or sash and carrying ban- 
ners. 

R. P. Schwengers, on behalf of the 
Victoria Senior Football Club suggested 
that a football tournament should be 
held, Kamloops and other Mainland cities 
being willing to send teams. 

At the request of the meeting Mr, 
C. H. Lugrin briefly outlined what he 
thought ought to be done in arranging 
the procession, which would probably be 
one of the most pleasing and attractive 
features of the whole celebration. It 
would be weli, he thought, to have at 
many floats typical of local industries in 
eluded in the procession as possible, be- 
sides those arranged by the various trade 
organizations and fraternal societies. But 
care should he taken, he thought, to sub- 
ordinate as much as possible the adver 
using features. It should be the endonv 
or of the committee to provide that the 
school children should participate to an 
appropriate extent and iu such a way 
that they might not miss any of the in- 
teresting features and also not interfere 
with the sports. 

Secretary Boggs read the following let- 
ter from B. P. Schwengers: 

near Sir: With regard to the 24th of 
May celebration, I notice on the pro- 
gramme that there Is to be an afternoon 
set apart for sports of various kinds, ouc 
of which Is football. 

In this connection I enclose letters which 
I have received from the secretary of the 
Kamloops Football Ulub, who Is very anx- 
ious to play a match with our team In this 
city mi the 24th, provided a certain sura 
will be guaranteed by the celebration com- 
mittee to defray in a measure the expense 
which would be Incurred by them In coming 
to the Coast. 

As the cost of their coming would be In 
the neighborhood of $230, I would ask If 
your committee would favor us with a grant 
of J100, the amount asked for by them. 

Last year Vancouver held a football 
tournament and defrayed all expenses of 
four teams to that city, and as this Is the 
first time a grant has been asked for this 
purpose, and In fact as It Is the llrst time 
Unit football hac been a feature of the 
celebration, I trust the committee will see 
tit to consider the matter favorably. 

I notice on last year's list of disburse- 
ments that the riflemen were given $100. 
Now It stands to reason that a football 
match against an Inland team would cer- 
tainly arouse more interest thnn rifle shoot- 
ing, besides tending to be a big Incentive to 
bring people here from that section of the 
province. 

Of course our team will be willing to play 
on Deacon II 111, where no admission can bo 
charged, and will make arrangements for 
the game to take place whenever It shall 
be the pleasure of the committee to decide. 

I trust you will let me know their de- 
cision In the matter ns soon as possible, 
as the Kamloops club are waiting a reply. 
I am yours truly,

The letter was referred to the sub-com- 
mittee on sports, then appointed, consist- 
ing of YV. H. Langley, H. Morton, B. 
Schwengers, W. Ditchbum, T. Watson 
and Chief Deasy. 

Secretary Boggs mentioned that he had 
interviewed Mr. Allan Grahame, secre- 
tary of the consolidated fraternal, organi- 
zations, and that gentleman had informed 
him that he thought there would be no 
doubt about the different societies co- 
operating to every extent in their power. 

After some discussion, on motion of Mr. 
Randolph, the secretary was instructed 
to communicate with the fraternal and 
trade societies of the city, requesting 
them to take part in the procession, and 
to furnish floats for the occasion; also the 
appointment of a committee by each so- 
ciety, the same to be added to the pro- 
cession committee, which was then ap- 
pointed, consisting or W. Ridgeway Wil- 
son, II. Eaton, Dr. Milne, C. II. Lu- 
grin, Dr. Lewis Hall and Trustees Bel- 
yea, MeCandless and Brown. 

Mayor Huywaru mentioned that Mr. 
St. Clair had made what he thought was 
a most excellent suggestion, namely, that 
500 of the school boys should parade, 
wearing some distinguishing badge or 
sash. Mr. St. Clair estimated that the 
boys could bo fixed up in the way he had 
in mind at a cost or about ,'v75 and 
thought the committee might consider 
authorizing this expenditure. All pre- 
sent agreed that the idea was a most ex- 
cellent one anU.it will no doubt be acted 
upon. 

A special committee was then appoint- 
ed to interview the merchants iu connec- 
tion with the procession, consisting of 
Dr. Milne, Herbert Cuthbert, W. II. 
Langley, Capt. Iloyds, J. J. Randolph, 
W. Twigg, George Penketh, W. Ditch- 
burn nnd Mr. Lengerville. 

At a meeting of this committee after 
the general committee had risen, the dis- 
cussion resulted in tin expression of be- 
lief by all present that this procession 
will he probably, with the exception of 
the military and naval display, the chief 
attraction of the whole celebration. It 
has several distinct advantages as it will 
localize the great mass of the people in 
tho city itself for the greater portion of 
one day. At the same time it offers 
scope for every manufacturer or business 
man to place an advertisement before the 
citizens and the thousands of visitors 
that he can not nfford to neglect. Tho 
friendly societies in many eases as well 
as the trade societies will be represented 
by elaborate and gorgeous floats, and 
these combined with those already prom- 
ised by many manufacturers will be a 
feature of tho celebration. 

It is hoped that all business men and 
others who are desirous of providing one 
or more of these uoats will communicate 
with Mr. Boggs at once, so that a place 
in the procession can be secured.

The steamship Milos, chartered by 
the Husso-Chinest; Bank, which 
arrived here Wednesday night with DUO 
odd Japanese immigrant*, is still detain- 
ed iu the outer wharf and debarkation of 
her coolie passengers forbidden, although 
lor nanitury reasons a permit to reduce 
the number aboard ship by 200 was is- 
sued yesterday by the courtesy of Collec- 
tor Milue. 'J. his morning, so soon as In- 
spectors Collister and Thomson complete 
a thorough examination of the ship, she 
■will be required to pay the maximum 
penalties prescribed by law for her seri- 
ous offences, a fine of $500 being includ- 
ed. Nor can she even tnen receive clear- 
ance from this port for the Sound until 
she completes her equipment of boats, 
pumps, life-belts, etc., to the limit of her 
passenger capacity as it will be iixed by 
the inspectors. 

As the facts have developed during the 
period in which the case of the Milos has 
been constantly before the Collector of 
Customs, her speculative cruise now in- 
terrupted through the vigilance of the 
Uanauian authorities has in it a mixture 
of the elements of a Kipling tramp steam- 
er story and those of the days of the 
slavers. The Milos is chartered by cho 
Husso-Chinese linuk, and registered at 
Hamburg. 

It is not very long since the Milos was 
sent from America to Vladivostok with a 
miscellaneous cargo of which she made 
delivery. Then she came down the Siber- 
ian coast to the Japanese coaling town of 
Moji, took on steam coal, and prepared 
to execute a contract for the handling of 
cooliofl, with absolute disregard for her 
lack of accommodations for this particu- 
lar trade. 

In so far as the customs people are 
concerned, there is no documentary evi- 
dence tlit.t the Milos ever went to Kobe, 
from which port she is supposed to have 
come here. According to the statement 
of Collector Milue she came to America 
absolutely without proper clearance, the. 
only pretence of a customs paper she had 
to show being the unsurrendered clear- 
ance from Moji to Kobe, possessiou of 
which would in itself indicate that she 
had given the customs authorities a wide 
berth if she received her waiting humau 
freight as claimed, at Kobe. 

Instead of a clearance, the Miles' mas- 
ter presented here his health certificate 
with a number of papers issued from tho 
United States consulate at Kobe, with 
which of course the authorities here have 
nothing to do. He had not paid auy at- 
tention to seeing that his papers were all 
correct, he stated, and as for the Kobe 
clearance— he had left that with the con- 
sal at Kobe, lor what reason is not made 
clear.

of the fact that a wage of $1,50 per day 
was obtainable, while Japanese could 
live— and live well— for 25 cents a day. 
Such an earning as $1.50 per day in a 
laud where the scale runs from 0' cents 
to MO is not unnaturally attracting many 
applicants. 

As for the provision of the Emigration 
Act of Japan, which stipulates that not 
more than IliO Japanese per month may 
be sent to Canada— it is evaded iu many 
ways, and has even been determined un- 
constitutional by the home courts as in- 
terfering with the liberty of the subject 
assured under the constitution. All the 
present coming horde have passports to 
the United States, and if their own re- 
ports be true are under contract with 
American railway companies.' They, as 
well as the owners and handlers of the 
ship, took desperate chances in coming 
across by the Milos, for while she is no 
doubt a seaworthy craft she has small 
life-saving provisions for the contingency 
of storm. With but four boats, and a 
very limited supply of belts and buoys, 
the position of the huddling hundreds of 
emigrants had storm overtaken and de- 
stroyed the ship would have been terri- 
ble indeed. There would have been no 
boats for them, and death would have 
been swift and certain. 

As for the preference entertained by 
the Japs for the Victoria route into the 
United States, it is said to have a very 
substantial basis. Iu the first place, if 
the Japanese emigrant goes direct to a 
United States port he is quite liable to be 
refused admission — and forthwith re- 
turned to Japan. Once that he gets in- 
to British Columbia, however, he has a 
better opportunity to enter the neighbor- 
ing republic. Even if he fails a first time, 
lie is only sent back to British Colum- 
bia and opportunity soon presents itself 
for a second chance — until finally he does 
get into Uncle Sam's domain. 

There is another feature of the case 
that is interesting. Under the American 
immigration law, no newcomer to the 
country is permitted to land who has not 
at least $30 in money. To meet this 
point at least two companies have been 
formed here, working on a commission 
basis, whose principle is to advance $30 
each to the members of a party going to 
the Sound, this money being collected by 
an agent of the firm as soon as the com- 
pany are safe on American soil and pass- 
ed back to Victoria to do duty agaiu and 
again, as the capital of many immi- 
grants. 

Roughly it is stated that quite 25,000 
Japanese have started or are preparing 
to start from their own land for Ameri- 
ca. Six thousand have arrived via this 
port during the past quarter; and 3,500 
more are now en route by the Braemer, 
tho Tosa-maru, the Olympia, and the 
Empress of China.

She will not be granted 
clearance for the Sound, however, until 
she is found to have all the boats, belts, 
and other accessories demanded for the 
maximum of her passenger capacity. The 
only way in which she can continue her 
interrupted voyage without purchasing 
these would be to take the bold step of 
slipping out of Victoria also without 
clearance.

MR. MARTIN A CANDIDATE. 

Mr. Joseph Martin 1ms decided to con 
test Victoria, lie has tin undoubted 
right to do so and is probably the strong 
est man who could be named in it- ; in 
terests of his party here, for it is a fact 
that not one of his political adherents 
here has any strength whatever, while 
Mr. Martin has undoubtedly all the 
prestige that attaches to an aggressive 
leader. We do not imagine for an in- 
stant that be can be elected; but ad- 
vise those opposed to him not to take 
anything for granted, but to put up 
against him and those on the ticket with 
him the strongest combination that can 
be made. It would be a very remarkable 
thing if Mr. Martin through divisions 
among his opponents, should be able to 
carry a city as strongly opposed to him 
as Victoria is. But there is nothing more 
uncertain than the result df an election, 
and so we tell our friends to take jio 
chances but put up such a ticket that 
will ensure not only Mr ; Martin's de- 
feat, but his overthrow by an over- 
whelming majority. 



AN INTERESTING DEBATE. 

We reprint this morning from Hansard 
the discussion on the proposed amend- 
ment >to the Como.v & Tape Scott railway 
bill relating to the employment of Chin- 
ese. This is the first time for some years 
thai the Chinese question has come up in 
parliament in such a prominent way. and 
the first in which it has taken the present 
shape there. The views of the several 
members will therefore be read with in- 
terest. We regret that more of them did 
not take part in the debate. 

It seems strange that Mr. Mclnncs felt 
called upon in the course of his remarks 
to make any attack upon Mr. Dunsmuir 
and his methods of doing business. He 
was grossly unfair in what he said and I 
allowed his feelings to carry him outside 
of the limits of strict veracity. His re- 
marks upon this point seem to have fall- 
en upon very barren ground, for the 
house does not appear to have taken any 
notice of them. The parliament of Can- 
ada i« a poor place to ventilate petty local 
jealousies. 

Mr. Morrison brought up a new point, 
namely, that parliament has no power 
under the B. X. A. Act to insert such a 
restrictive provision in any act, unless 
the restriction is of a general applicabil- 
ity. Sir Adolphe Cnron, while* opposing 
the restriction, thought that possibly par- 
liament can prescribe the conditions upon 
which it grants charters to corporations. 
To this it may he answered that parlia- 
ment cannot, in this way trench upon the 
powers of the local legislatures. We ex- 
press rid opinion upon the point raised by 
Mr. Morrison, which has a wider appli- 
cation than simply to the matter of Chin- 
<we labor. It is a very interesting one. 



ANTICIPATING THE LAW, 

We have had fires ia Chinatown on 
two days in. succession, and there is not 
the least doubt that they were incen- 
diary. Indeed they were probably start- 
ed with what was intended to he a 
spirit of compliant' with the law. On 
both occasions the fires originated in 
shacks condemned by the city authori- 
ties and ordered to be destroyed. On the 
second occasion the occupants took the 
precaution to remove the doers and win- 
dows. No one supposes that there was, 
the least criminal intent on the part of 
the incendiaries, who exercised excel- 
lent judgment in selecting days when 
there was little or no wind. The fires 
in each case did a little more than was 
originally intended, hut not more than 
was desirable. When you come to think 
it over, you will se that it is rather an 
amusing performance. The willingness 
of our pig-tailed neighbors to obey the, 
law calling for the destruction of con- 
demned buildings, while not exactly de- 
serving of emulation, is at least amus- 
ing. A degree of simplicity pervades 
the whole performance which renders it 
positively unique. John Chinaman oc- 
cupies a house; the board of health de- 
clares it to be unsanitary and orders its 
destruction; a notice is duly posted to 
that effect; John sees it and forthwith 
pioeoeds to remove his goods and chat- 
tels together with all of the edifice that 
is worth preserving, and forthwith sets 
fire to what is left. We suppose that if 
the incendiary wore to be arrested and 
sent to the penitentiary, as he might be 
under the law, he would conclude that 
for ways that are dark the heathen 
Chinee is simply not in it with his Oc- 
cidental man and brother. 

The discovery of sufficient dynamite on 
the burned premises to lay the whole 
neighborhood in ruins puts another face 
on this matter, but unfortunately there 
seems to be no way of getting any in- 
formation as to who put the explosive 
there.

ANOTHER SIDE OF IT. 

An officer of the steamship f lood win 
said in Tacoma the other day that a re- 
gular immigration craze had seized the 
young Japanese and that from '^5,000 to 
oU.fJUO of them will come to America this 
year. The destiny of most of them is 
the United State*. He said among other 
things: 

Several score of emigration agents are 
at work among the farmer class in the 
interior of Japan. They hold out induce 
ments for young men between '20 and 12 
to come to America, producing letter 
from Japs now in America telling of their 
prosperity, together with photographs of 
American scenes. Soon a regular fever 
10 migrate- to tl l0 Pacific Coast takes bold 
of the younger generation. The fathers 
are then approached and induced to pay- 
or raise $(i0 each to ship their sons across 
the Pacific. 

The emigration agents in Japan lead 
the Jap youths to believe that, they will 
get easy positions as cooks, etc., in this 
country. After landing they find usually 
that railroad work is ahead of them. Ex- 
amination of the several hundred Japs 
'brought by the Goodwin shows that prac- 
tically all are under li.", years of age and 
probably a quarter of them are under 20 
Ihey are not strong enough for heavy 
work, their weights running from 115 to 
125 pounds. 

If this states the facts correctly and 
the only object of the Chinese in com 
ing to Victoria is to secure a starting 1 
point to the United States, there pres- 
ence here is not nn unmixed evil by any 
■means. We do not want to see America 
flooded by Japanese labor, but if the 
immigrants are coming, we see no spec- 
ial reason why Victoria should object ttf 
their passing through this city on their 
way to the United States. It will b& 
nil right if we could only be sure that 
they are birds of passage, pure and sim- 
ple. Thus far we think they have been, 
and it must be admitted that there is no 
inducement for nny number of them to 
remain in this province. 



The estate of Cornelius Vanderbilt has 
been appraised at $00,000,000. This is 
less than half the value as estimated at 
tin; time of Ills detail. There is a homely 
saying that "you can never tell what a 
hog will weigh until after it is dressed." 
and it applies to estates. No one really 
knows what a very rich man is worth un- 
til an actual appraisement is necessary. 
Undoubtedly most of the United States 
millionaires are greatly over-rated as to 
their possessions. Nevertheless $60,000,- 
000 is a very comfortable amount to di- 
vide up among a family. 

At Wharnock, Mr. Kennedy of the 
Xew Westminster Columbian made the 
somewhat important statement that be 
approved of Mr. Martin's platform and 
that the Columbian did not propose to re- 
main inactive during the campaign. 
While Mr. Kennedy did not commit his 
paper to Mr. Martin, the statement goes 
a long way in that direction ami is inter- 
esting in connection with the rumor that 
Mr. J. C. Brown will run in Mr. Martin' 
interest. Mr. Kennedy expressed the 
opinion that the Conservatives would 
drive all Liberals over to the Martin 
ranks.

"llnbes la the Bush" Is the title of anoth- 
er nt' Holf Boldcrwood's Australian roman- 
ces. It Is too long and too tedious to be 
wholly satisfactory, and It lucks the well 
studied chiiracterB and the keenly delin- 
eated Incidents that gave "Kohbery Under 
Arms'' Its charm. Ills descriptions of farm 
life In Australia are excellent. The au- 
thor is particularly happy hi the parts of 
any of tils stories that have to do with 
animal life; with all animals he Is espe- 
cially at home. 'Occasionally he gives us a 
good study in some of the men In "Babes 
In the Bush," but his women are for the 
most part vapid and uninteresting nonenti- 
ties.

Mr. Carman Informs us that the "Prepar- 
ation of Byerson Embury" is a novel with 
a purpose, We do not quite see where the 
purpose comes In or what the purpose Is 
if It Is there. The book Is not well writ- 
ten, nor Is It consistent.

"The ltealist," by Mr. Herbert Flower- 
dew, is a very remarkable story. It deals 
with a man, Auguste /.ant, a person of 
very strong personality, who In order to 
portray faithfully the human emotions In 
the books he writes, selects a victim from 
among his acquaintances and persuades htm 
to believe he is undergoing the pleasure or 
tlie torment as the case may be, that Zant 
wishes to picture in Ids story. From his 
conversation witli Denton one might Im- 
agine him to be almost Inhuman in ills 
fiendish indifference to suffering ami crime. 
Hut .subsequent events prove that under 
the mask of an unhung murderer there 
beats a heart which Is in reality kind, 
though with a kindness most of us would 
prefer not being visited with, as the end 
scarcely Justifies the means. 

We think Mr. Flowerdew Is rather hard 
on his young hero. If one Is to pick every 
good Impulse and manly emotion to pieces 
the result la bound to be embittering. The 
author traces all of Denton's actions and 
thoughts to one source or another, which 
shows the boy up as ludicrous, weak, even 
despicable nt times. Wrong reasoning can 
take us almost anywhere. Mr. Flowerdew's 
analysis reminds one something of Ilobbes 
la his sermon on Self Love: 

"Ever, the goodness which we apprehend 
in (iod Almighty is His goodness to us," 
and again in his Human Nature: 

"Pity la imagination or action of future 
calamity to ourselves proceeding from the 
sense of another man's calamity." 

Surely such moral philosophy as this is 
not conducive to n man's well being, either 
morally or intellectually. 

"What amuses me most In you English," 
Zant says to Denton, "is the distinction 
you draw between lying and telling a lie. 
Your exact words an? everything. The Im- 
pression they convey, nothing. For my 
part when I think It expedient to tell u 
lie, I make no compromise with my eon 
science. Analyze your conscience and you 
/Ind it does not exist." 

"Is It true that you strangled your house 
keeper?" Denton asks. 

"Oh yes, It is true. I have seen it stat- 
ed that I performed the experiment in or- 
der to describe the effects of strangulation. 
That is scarcely true, for I knew it al- 
ready. My Idea was chiefly to try how 
much pacification would be necoponry to 
make the poor creature my friend again. 
I was writing about women who live with 
men who beat and almost kill them." 

"And you think that your pastime justi- 
fies you In inflicting pniu on others?" 

"Self-Justlflcatlou Is simply the effort we 
mnke to persuade ourselves that we are pre- 
serving a pose we admire. I do not trouble 
myself at all 'to pose to myself. I admit 
myself simply a man who pleases hlmseir 
by getting to know people thoroughly, and 
playing nt will upon their emotions. . . 
I rather look forward to trying my powers 



of persuasion upon a Jury In defence -of 
my life. It would be a new experience, II 
I had the least fear of death. Let me tell 
you a secret which 1 have never told any- 
one before. Tweuty-flve years ago I de- 
termined to kill myself. I had tasted life 
and exhnusted my Interest. My wife had 
just died. . , . For the seven years of 
my married life 1 really lived. Fame, 
wealth, good repute all mattered to me be- 
cause they mattered to the one I loved. 
When my wife died I looked to death us 
a release. With my decision to die came 
a discovery. 1 was still bound down by 
petty restriction £ society. I feared to 
speak plainly to a man for fear of his 
ridicule or his resentment. With the 
thought of death all these fears of conse- 
quences deft me, and the new sense of 
freedom It gave me taught mo that life 
might yet he worth living. I postponed 
my suicide, but It once I begin to fear 
death, life would be unbearable once more. 
It wus only when I ceased to care for 
wealth or fame, for which I had striven 
hard while my wife lived, that they came 
to me. It Is always the way. Fate loves 
to play tricks on men, as I do." .... 
He goes on to explain a little of his method 
In writing his stories. "If I Introduce a 
case of slow poisoning, a doctor of course 
would give tue the symptoms. Most novel- 
ists—even those who are described as real- 
ists—are content with that— but I should 
poison a man, watch him closely, living 
with him and sharing his thoughts. 1 did 
so in writing 'L11 Femnie.' "

•foil?, it wis suggested that the con- 
tract be awarded to M. Humber, the 
next lowest tenderer, whose figure was 
$5412, 

This brought up the question as to 
v bother a wooden building and steel 
chimney would not answer as well as a 
brick structure, which, according to the 
engineer's estimate, would save the 
city $2.'?00. Mayor Hayward and Alder- 
men Kinsman and Williams strongly 
urged that this saving be mnde and 
called Engineer Topp to support their 
contention. The engineer stated that 
when the present steel main gives out, 
which may be in fifteen years, the Cook 
street route to the city should be aban- 
doned, as the Sannich road route is 
the best. On this account Mayor Hay- 
ward said it would be unwise to erect a 
brick building on Cook street, when it 
might have to be abandoned after a few 
years. 

Aldermen Stewart, Brydon and Cam- 
eron considered on tbe other band that 
it would be unwise to put expensive ma- 
chinery in a wooden building, which in 
case of fire would burn like tinder. 

It was decided to erect it brick build- 
ing and the contract was awarded to 
Mr. Humber.

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Tell of Their 

Experiences 



Two Victorians Write From the 
Military Hospital In 
South Africa. 

Privates Dixon and Btach Tell 
of the Battle of 
Paardeberg, 



It Is a very clear, absorbingly interest- 
ing plclnre of battlefield experience which 
Private John H. Dlxou, No. 7011 A Com- 
pany Canadian Contingent, gives In n let- 
ter 10 a Victoria friend coming to band 
yesterday. The precious missive is dated 
from a hospital at Kirnberley and is the 
more to be valued as its every word and 
line bewpeaks the man who doesn't know 
that he's a hero— although bis commanding 
•officer has seen lit to •'mention him In 
despatches" for conspicuous valor. How 
Private Dixon stopped while carrying his 
wounded oftlcer from the field, and In the 
lace of volley-flrlug from the cowardly 
enemy bound up Captain Arnold's wounds 
to prevent his bleeding to death, will be 
told of when the boys of Ours come home— 
and with hats off to No. 7011. 

"At last I get another chance to drop 
you a line or two," writes Dixon In his 
letter home, "and Just fancy— from Kim- 
berley too! I've just been brought lu from 
Paardeberg, Buffering from rheumatism and 
cold in my kidneys contracted out on the 
wet Yeldt, and am now lu the hospital here, 
and very com(fortable. 

"W'e have had a very tough time of It. 
We left Graspun last month and marched 
through to Jacobsdal, chasing lloers ail 
the time. We marched on for live days 
and nights, and reached Paardeberg Drift 
on Sunday morning, about the 17th. After 
out 21! miles' night march and a hurried 
drop of coffee we forded the river with the 
help of a rope— as the water was very swift 
and nearly up to our necks— and inarched 
along towards the Boer entrenchments. 

"They had strongly entrenched them- 
selves on tlie river banks and lu the dlfler- 
ent watercourses, which made beautiful 
natural trenches. We marched in skir- 
mishing order to within 000 yards of them, 
while they were pouring lead around us ail 
the time. None of us seemed to realize 
the chances of being shot, and we were 
very lucky Indeed that none of us got hit. 

"We lay down, took what little cover we 
could find, and started tiring at 000 yards. 
It was not very long before the air was 
full of exploding bullets, cracking Just 
over our heads. They were spluttering nil 
around us and our scanty cover when pres- 
ently our captain was hit through the 
head. I was about twenty yards away 
from him at the time, so two others pick- 
ed him up and started carrying him away 
on the stretcher. I started across to help, 
and just as I readied him one of the boys 
carrying got a bullet through his wrist. 

"I took his place at the handles, with 
Iho bullets splashing all around us. We 
had gone about 30 yards when we could 
bear them sending regular volleys after us. 
We put the stretcher down though and I 
started to dress Captain Arnold's arm, and 
was doing this when a bullet came and 
struck me In the chest sideways. It pass- 
ed through my shirt, burned anil scratch- 
ed my skin, and went through the corner 
of my left pocket. It was Just about as 
narrow a squeak as I care to have. 

"I flnrxhed bandaging and wo got up 
again with the stretcher. We had not gone 
fifty yards further when the other fellow 
got one through the leg. Just about the 
knee. I called for help and another fel- 
low came and helped me— poor chap; he 
has since been killed. 

"We managed to get out without further 
mishap, although It was a miracle how, 
for they peppered at us for over a mile 
back. Fancy the brutes shooting two men 
and hitting three of us while carrying a 
wounded man off. They deserve no pity, 
and if I had my way I would shoot the 
lot. 

"It was a terribly hot day. I wonder any 
of us escaped, for the bullets were as thick 
as dust, and after our hard march all the 
night before we were played out when night 
came and the awful lire ceased. I did not 
stop all night though, but kept on carrying 
in wounded men until breakfast time next 
morning, when I had to quit, and the doc- 
tor ordered me to go and lie down— over 
forty-eight hours' hard work without a 
spell and nothing to eat was too much for 
me. 

That Sunday was awful. Over 1,100 of our 
troops were wounded or killed. We rested 
until the following Tuesday and went at 
them again. They had gone further up 
the river during the time, and built nine 
feet deep trenches. We did not charge 
them this time, but just gave them volleys. 
We had better protection tills time, as 
there were little rises In the veldt, which 
helped us wonderfully, us only two Can- 
adians were wounded. We retired to a kopje 
overlooking their laager and the veldt on 
the other side, to stop their retreating or 
to stop any help coming to them. 

"The other regiments remained on the 
river hanks and gradually crept up on 
them by going a hundred yards or so of a 
night and quickly throwing up trenches as 
they went. On the 2(ith we had crept up the 
river bank against them sniping to within 
COO yards of them, and as darkness came 
on. gradually we crept up on them. 

"It was the 27th, Majuba Day, that was 
chosen for our final attack, and at 2 o'clock 
Jn the morning we charged to within lift., 
yards of them; then lay down and threw 
up trenches. Their bullets Hew like hail- 
stones all around us, killing 12 and wound- 
ing 30 of us, but when daylight dawned old 
Cronje came out of bis bole bearing Mags 
of truce, and surrendered with all his 
troops. Cronje had his wife with him, and 
there were lots of women and children 
there, who were also lighting or pointing 
out our men to the Boers. What a glor- 
ious revenge for Majuba Day, wasn't it'/ 
And how lucky for we Canadians to have 
borne the brunt of that great attack! It 
will live in the memory of thousands of 
people all over the world. We were as 
•pleased as children with a cake over It, 
especially as we bad had a very trying 
three weeks of It. We had a couple of 
days' rest after that and then moved on 
towards Osfonteln, where 4,000 Boers were. 
You will have seen by the papers the vic- 
tory there and the complete route of the 
enemy. It was on the road there that I 
•contracted this illness. This morning I 
heard the doctor tell them to treat me for 
enteric fever, but I hope he has made a 
mistake." 



It has been done a month now and there 
seems no sign of Us diminishing. I know 
that you get more news In Victoria than 
we do here, and I suppose yon know the 
Victorians are getting less; I think four 
or five have died; two of them were close 
to me, Maundrell and Todd. We all got 
wounded, six of us together, and then they 
commenced to kill us off. I was talking 
to Todd for over an hour after he fell and 
then he was killed. It was rather hard 
to lie wounded aud helpless until every 
sign of life had gone. I had a miraculous 
escape. After I got the second wound a 
man rolled between me and the lloers. I 
got a drink of water from him and was 
talking to him, weighing our chances of 
being killed when he fell asleep, which I 
would have liked to have done, but my chest 
was plugged and I was short of breath. 
After a while I asked him for another drink 
of water— worth a dollar— but he never 
stirred, so I Impatiently caught his hand 
and shook him. Well, he Is sleeping yet, 
having got the one I should have got. As 
he was lying on his side they could not see 
me, so I lay until It was dark, when I 
was carried to a tree and laid under it 
till morning lu doe Northcott's arms, 
was taken to the hospital, and after in; 
wounds were dressed was laid in the shadi 
f a wall. For three days I lived on wit 
r, with the exception of two drinks of 
beef tea, besides bleeding all night. In fact 
1 had a week at Paardeberg, aud existed on 
two drinks of beef tea, one can of con- 
densed milk anil half a bottle of Bovrll, 
given me by lLeut. Hodglns, of ours, so 
you can see I had some strength to get 
back when I commenced to eat, but I am 
getting around now with the aid of two 
sticks and am eating like a horse: Break- 
fast— 8 ounces bread. 1 ounce butter, 2 
eggs, 4 ounces porridge, 1 ounce sugar; 
dinner— stewed chicken, potatoes and rice 
pudding; supper— bread and butter; extras- 
two bottles Guinness' stout, besides which 
we have lots of cake, fruit, cigarettes, etc., 
sent to us from outside, so If my live 
wounds would heal, as I get stronger 1 
should be out when you get this."

Pte. A. C. .Beach, one of the Victorians 
wounded at the battle of raardeherg, writ- 
ing from Itondeborch hospital, under date 
of March 17, to his friend Mr. Budden, of 
Government street, says: "I was delighted 
to hear from you and that you nre In sood 
health. As you have probably beard, I 
■am 'knocked out"; bors de combat. The 
•doctor told me to-day that be could not 
patch me up again for this campaign, so 
I shnll have to be satisfied.

SHAOKS BURNED. 

Another Fire in the Chinese Qnarters 
Yesterday Afternoon. 

There was another fire in the Chinese 
quarter yesterday nfternoon, so close 
departmental headquarters that a line of 
host' was laid from within the Central 
engine house to bear upon the blaze, 
which for a time threatened to spread to 
buildings which it would have been a loss 
to have •destroyed. 

The origin of the lire was in a shack 
which could well be spared, and its de- 
struction indeed points to a curious mis- 
understanding. As the brigade got io 
work it was noticed that the door of the 
tirst burning shack bore a type-written 
notice, and closer inspection showed that 
it was with respect to the inquiry by the 
council as to why this and several other 
shacks in the neighborhood should not be 
destroyed. 

That the fire was of incendiary origin 
was evident — for the occupants liad dur- 
ing the morning been seen removing their 
belongings, and had even torn off the 
doors of the cabins. A little questioning 
of the Chinese in the neighborhood in- 
dicated that the lire was started through 
a misinterpretation of the notice tacked 
upon tlie door, for when naked as to why 
the place was fired, one old Chinaman 
blandly observed: "Get 'cm paper.'' 

The lire itself proved fertile in interest- 
ing incidents. There was a strong breeze 
blowing, and a dangerous spread appear- 
ed for a lime to be imminent. The lire- 
men worked to prevent this, and soon 
were fortunate in seeing their efTorts 
crowned with success. When all was 
over it was found that all unconsciously 
the defenders of life and property had 
been working over a veritable mine of 
danger, a large quantity of dynamite re- 
maining (where it came from or how it 
came to be where it was is not in evi- 
dence) in one of the old buildings. 

Happily no harm resulted, and the dam- 
age bill will be confined to a few dollars 
at most, while there was no fatality. 
Even a litter of kittens, which otherwise 
would have perished in the seething 
finmes, were through the heroic chivalry 
of Fipoman Bradley conveyed to a haven 
>f refuge.

"Mr. Smooth," with the author-actor 
Willie Collier, in the title part, is virtu- 
ally an amusing monologue with the rest 
in the nature of a well subordinated ac- 
companiment. As a play it is a study in 
inconsequentialities, developed out of 4 
palpable imitation of the Broadhufst 
farce school. Anyone who has seen 
"Too Much Johnson," "The Liar," 
"What Happened to Jones," "Brown's 
in Town," "Why Smith Left Home," 
He, etc., ad infinitum, is quite 
familiar with ail that the play conveys. 
One half of its success, for it is thoi> 
oughly diverting for a one-night hearing, 
rests upon the making the most of tri- 
vial incidentals and the other half is 
based upon mankind's ready sympathy 
for that particular style of fabrication 
described by "Pudd'nh Wilson" as 
lie with flavor and orignality, a lie 
of dignity and proportions." There is not 
sufficient in the play of "Mr. Smooth" 
to display the full measure of Mr. Col 
tier's fanciful, eccentric comedy, and it 
is hop d that next season he will be 
provided with something fresh, in value 
commensurate with his indisputable 
'ability to do it justice. As an example 
of the realistically negative, one-lunged 
actor of com dy he is excellent indeed. 
Of his present supporting company little 
more need be said than that they are 
well balanced aud of average accept- 
ability. George W. Parsons, whose part 
it is to play the genuine Cornelius 
Smooth, was unfortunately stricken 
with pneumonia on the company's ar- 
rival here, and his role had to be taken 
on by his understudy, Mr. Garrick, who 
did full justice.

The engagement opens with "Cavall- 
cria Itusticnna" followed by "Said 
rasha," on Wednesday evening, May 2; 
on Thursday, " 111 Travatore" will be 
sung; on Friday, "Mnritana," at the 
Saturday matinee, "Martha"; and on 
Saturday evening, when the engagement 
closes, "Faust." The company has been 
much strengthened in its list of princi- 
pals since it last was here, nnd now 
boasts a tenor who is a rara avis— both 
a singer and an actor.

At the quarterly igenernl meeting of the 
1$. C. Board of Trade yesterday after- 
noon a considerable quantity of business 
was transacted in an expeditious fashion. 
Tho most important matter dealt with 
was a resolution— which carried unani- 
mously — introduced by Mr. Shallcross, 
urging upon the marine department at 
Ottawa the necessity of at once estab- 
lishing better tide-gauge facilities in Brit- 
ish Columbia waters. Four new members 
wore elected. President W. A. Ward in 
reporting on the business which hud been 
transacted during the past few months, 
expressed surprise that a prominent poli- 
tician (Premier Martin) should have as 
sorted on the public platform that the 
board agitated for the inauguration of a 
daylight service to Vancouver when sJtch 
was not the case. 

There were present President \V. A 
Ward in the chair, and Messrs. Lugriu 
McQu.tde, Thompson, Bobertson, Sea 
brook, Vincent, Erskiue, Butteraon, An- 
drews, Langley, Crease, Shallcross, Ma- 
son, Eraser, Capt. Cox, Boss, L'laxton 
Bone and Mitchell. 

The President in alluding to the busi 
uess which had been transacted during 
the meetings of the last quarter, said: 

"The council have held four meeting 
during the past three months. Two 
special general meetings have also been 
held. 

"The council received a deputation 
from the Mainland and accompanied 
them at a conference with the late prov 
incial government to advocate the build 
iug uf a wagon road between Hope and 
Princeton. Alter hearing what tho dele- 
gates had to say the government promis- 
ed to give the matter consideration. The 
Hon. Smith Curtis, now minister of 
mines, was one of the delegates from the 
Mainland. 

"A special general meeting was culled 
for the consideration of the Sorby har- 
bour scheme, more particular with tho 
object of moving the corporation not to 
spend any money in tint connection. That 
meeting adjourned to the call of the chair 
after the proposed borings have been 
completed. The council of the corpora- 
tion have since decided not to spend any 
money on the borings. 

"The hoard's committee on harbours 
and navigation have reported upon the 
condition of the inner harbour and at- 
tached letters from some of tho captains 
who bring their vessels to the inner 
wharf. There is no doubt that the har- 
bour is siltjng up and it is gratifying to 
know that this board's request that the 
dredger be returned has been complied 
with and it is expected that dredging 
operations will soon be resumod. The 
committee have been asked to outline a 
scheme of harbour improvement which 
will meet the requirements of the port for 
some years to come in order that this 
board may approve of a well digested 
. cliemc of harbour improvement for pre- 
sentation to tin? Dominion government. 
In connection with the harbour improve- 
ment Mr. A. S. Coing has submitted to 
the board a plan lor deepening tin; har- 
bour to a uniform depth of about 'M feet, 
at tin estimated cost of $1,000,000. He 
does not, however, suggest wdiere the 
money is to come from. This plan is 
now laid on the table for consideration. 

"The board has unanimously adopted 
n resolution favoring the extension of 
the Island railway to some point at or 
near the north end of the Island. 

"The council lias forwarded, after cn- 
dorsatioa, a memorial numerously signed 
by residents along and other parties in- 
terested in communication along the 
West and South Coast of the Island, 
praying that the telegraph trail may be 
opened up and kept in proper repair. 

"The Kaslo Board of Trade has for- 
warded to this board a copy of a memor 
;al addressed to the late government, 
urging some modification to the eight- 
hour mining law. Discussion will be in- 
vited at this meeting. 

"The attention of the Dominion { 
eminent was directed to the United 
States' policy in not permitting Canadian 
vessels to carry United States goods tc 
Skagway from British Columbia ports 
and it has been urged that United States 
vessels may not be permitted to carry 
Canadian goods between British Colum- 
bia ports and Skagway. 

" A letter has been addressed to the 
provincial government recommending a 
grant in aid to partly cover the cost of 
the lumber required in erecting a build 
iug at Winnipeg to be used exclusively 
for displaying specimens of British Co 
lUEibia natural resources and manufnc 
tures. A reply has been received stating 
that the government lias decided not to 
grant such aid, but is willing to prepare 
a mineral exhibit to the value of about 
$500. 

"The Vancouver Board of Trade has 
suggested that the designation of this 
board be changed. Discussion hereon will 
be ievited nt this meeting. 

"The co-operation of this board lias 
been invited by the Ottawa Board of 
Trade in noving the; Dominion govern- 
ment to establish technical schools 
throughout the Dominion. Our commit- 
tee on manufactures is now preparing a 
report upon tho matter. 

"It has frequently been stated that this 
board is responsible for the change of 
hour of departure of the daily steamer 
for Vancouver. At the last meeting of 
the council the matter was discussed and 
the -statement made for publication that 
that was the first occasion of the matter 
being referred to in the board room, and 
the -press reporters wore particularly ask- 
ed to give the statement prominence. It 
is regretted that in the face of this con- 
tradiction prominent politicians, of whom 
nothing but facts might be expected nt 
public meetings, should go out of their 
way to repeat false statements after an 
authoritative denial." 

In regard to the eight-hour law the 
President thought it would be veil for 
the board to refrain from any action 
until the government bad taken action 
in the matter of the proposed plebiscite. 

The Hope-Princeton wagon road 
scheme had been endorsed by the board 
as it was believed its .construction would 
afford coast merchants better facilities 
than now exist for competing for the 
trade of the rapidly developing Siinilkn- 
meen district, t was proposed to build 
in from a point near Ilppe, ;i distance of 
V20 miles. 

Allusion was made to the report of the 
special committee on tho condition of 
the inner harbor, but nothing wn* done, 



the report having gone lv> the Ottawa 
authorities. 

The Vancouver Board of Trade for- 
warded a communication in which the 
suggestion was made that consideration 
should be given to the advisibility of 
changing the name by which the Vic- 
toria board is known, asertiug that the 
title of "B. C. Board of Trade" was a 
misnomer and an injustice to the pro- 
vincial boards. 

Mr. Lriigrin moved that the letter be 
received and placed on file. 

Mr. Shallcross thought the Vancouver 
organization had acted with some im- 
propriety in milking such a suggestion. 
Victoria might just as well ask that the 
name of the Terminal City be changed 
from Vancouver to some other one, as 
sometimes the place was confounded 
with Vancouver Island. Still he was 
not sure it was wise for the board to 
continue calling itself the "B. C. Board 
of Trade." It didnot advertise the city, 
and the identity of the plan' was lost in 
such a title. A better name would be 
the Victoria Board of Trade. He moved 
in amendment that the title be changed. 

Mr. CInxton agreed with Mr. Shall- 
cross and seconded the amendment. H~e 
thought that the organization should he 
known us the Victoria Board of Trade. 
The vote being taken the amendment 
was lost. 

Mr. Crease moved that the question 
be deferred until another meeting. There 
was not a large attendance and the mat- 
ter should be given consideration by all 
the members of the board. The proper 
notice being given to the effect that the 
question would come up there would no 
doubt be a large attendance. 

Mr. Lucrin thought that if his motion 
to place the letter on file was carried it 
would meet Mr. Crease's idea. The mat- 
ter could bo brought up at any time. 

Mr. Thompson thought that there 
were not a few members of the board 
who were not residents' of Victoria, and 
in the event of the name being changed 
aw suggested those gentlemen would be 
disinclined to remain as members. 

Mr. Shallcross concluded that it would 
be best to defer the matter until the 
next meeting. 

Mr. Uugrin's motion to lay the letter 
on the table was then amended so as to 
rend "until the next meeting," and car 
ried. 

The question of appointing delegates 
to the approaching meeting in London of 
the British Chamber of Commerce was 
on motion of Mr. Mitchell left in the 
hands of the council, who will make 
selections. 

Mr. Shallcross asked pormision, which 
was granted, to introduce the following 
motion: 

"That this board desire to express 
their appreciation of the assistance that 
is being given by the minister of marine 
and fisheries to the preparation of tide 
tables for Canadian waters in British 
Columbia, but this board would urge 
that the data afforded by tho gauges jp 
Victoria and Esquimnlt harbors and nt 
the mouth of the Frnser river are not 
sufficient data upon which to base relia 
ble tallies, especially in the waters north 
of the Eraser river and on the west 
const of the Island. They would urge 
that additional gauges be erected at 
Port Simpson on the mainland and at 
some convenient point on the southwest 
coast of Vancouver Island in order that 
from these extremes tables of tides 
for Seymour Narrows and other inter- 
mediate points may be prepared. In 
making this request the board of trade 
would 'ny stress on the serious incon- 
venience and loss caused ti the shipping 
interest in these waters by the inaccur- 
acy of the present tables based upon 
American data." 

Mr. Shallcross mentioned that in the 
Hons or Commons recently in answer to 
a question by Colonel Prior, the minister 
of marine and lisheries. Sir Eouis 
Davies stated that it was not considered 
necessary to establish any additional 
gauges, as the records already existing 
gave thorough data for four years past, 
which have not yet been made available 
for accurate tide tables. Mr. Shallcross 
did not think the Ottawa authoritic 
understood the situation. Those tables 
should apply to the whole of the gulf 
waters. It is imposlblo to get proper 
data from Esquimalt for the wdiole of 
(lie gulf. All present shipping men wore 
dependent for information of tide condi- 
tions on the reports sent out from Port 
Townsend, and these were often faulty 
for guidance, being three hours out. lie 
thought the board should pas the resolu 
tion, as such representations would be 
effective at Ottawa. If stations were 
established at Port Simpson and Cape 
Scale valuable and adequate informa 
tion ifrould be available, and later some- 
thing could be done in the wny of ascer- 
taining the direction and velocity of the 
various currents. 

Captain J. <;. Cox warmly endorsed 
what the previous speaker had said. In 
his opinion next to good lights it was 
important that there should be good tide 
tables. Now the shipping men were en- 
tirely dependent on Tort Townsend 
which does not give proper information 
for British Columbia waters. If whatjs 
suggested in the resolution is carried out 
it would be of great assistance to navi- 
gation. 

Mr. Crease did not think much more 
was required to be said in addition to 
tlu; remarks of Captain Cox and Mr. 
Shallcross, but he would urge that the 
marine department be told in emphatic 
language that one of the difficulties of 
navigation in British Columbia waters 
is the lack of information in regard to 
the tides. The Port Townsend tables are 
of great assistance, but they only go 
half wny. It was obvious that the sta 
tions nt Victoria and Esquimalt cannot 
answer the purpose. 

Mr. MeQuade also approved of the re- 
solution, and on the suggestion of Mr. 
Lugrin Mr. Shallcross amended his mo- 
tion, making it quite clear that stations 
in tho northern waters are of the most 
importance. The resolution then car- 
ried unanimously. 

The following new members wore then 
elected: A. ,T. Lindsay, James Patter- 
son, .T. Henderson and .T. P. Foulkes. 

President Ward explained that he had 
been interviewed by G. A. Cower, repre- 
sentative of the Evenipg News of Ta- 
conin, who asked the board to support 
Ihe Xews in a proposition of advertising 
Vistorin by means of a special illustrat- 
ed edition. He had told the gentleman 
that he did not think the board would be 
disposed to assist in view of the un- 
friendly attitude of the neighboring 
cities across the line in regard to the 
Nome traffic and kindred subjects. The 
members present approved of what Mr. 
Ward had said. 

Previous to an adjournment Mr. 
Crease said that an appropriate name 
for the organization, if any change were 
made, would be the "Victoria, B. C., 
Board of Trade." 

There was no further discussion on 
this point and the board then adjourned.

According to late issues of the Yukon 
Sun, both Captain Thorbura and Corporal 
Watson, who attempted suicide on the 
self same day, have died of their injuries 
and been laid at rest in the valley of the 
Klondike. Unritaiu Thorburn lingered 
from the Tustday until Friday, passing 
away at the Sistera' hospital. An inquest 
was held on the afternoon of the death 
and the jury brought in the following 
•verdict: 

"That Capt. Wm. Thorburu's deatli 
was caused by a bullet shot accidentally 
fired by his own hand, and the jury 
would request the coroner to point out 
that the statements in the newspapers 
with reference to the loss of money by 
gambling or lot>s of money in limited 
stock companies as the cause of lib death 
is absolutely untrue." 

The funeral took place the following 
Sunday afternoon, and a large crowd of 
sympathising friends followed the re- 
mains to their last resting place. The 
deepest regret is expressed at the deatli 
of an officer lately in the Imperial ser- 
vice, and universally esteemed by friends 
and acquaintances. 

Corporal Watson died the day after be 
had sent a revolver bullet through his 
own body, at the garrison hospital. In 
his case also the coroner's jury brought 
in a verdict that "deceased came to his 
deatli by accidentally shooting himself." 
His funeral, which took place on the Fri- 
day afternoon, was attended with due 
military honors. The procession was 
beaded by the military band; next came 
Ihe Yukon Garrison nnd the Mounted 
Police brought up the rear. The burial 
took place in the cemetery on the top of 
the bill 011 the banks of tiic Klondike. 

-Mr. J. F. E. Carman liars just arrived 
at Dawson over the ice from Bennett and 
Atlin. He reports that the prospects at 
Atlin this summer are bright for exten- 
sive hydraulic workings. At Bennett a 
number of parties were going, not only 
for the Klondike, but also for the Cot- 
toneva and Livingstone creeks on the 
ltig Salmon river, where members of the 
Black party had promising locations to 
be opened up ibis summer. 

Lute reports from Thistle creek say 
that a .|35 nugget was found on Xo. IS 
below discovery and that fairly good low 
grade pay has been located on Xo. 19 be- 
low. This is considered to be tho best 
part of the creek. 

The prisoner O'Brien, who was arrest- 
ed for the murder of Clayson, Olson nnd 
Uelfe, last January, hits been taken to 
Dawson and is now confined in the gaol 
there. 

CIVIC COXTKACTS. 

To the Editor of the Colonist: 

Sir: The extraordinary action of the city 
aldermen In the matter of awarding con- 
tracts lias been the matter of much pub- 
lic comment for some time, and as one who 
is interested and tendered for some of the 
work. I would like you to give this letter 
the required space to place my side of the 
case before the ratepayers of Victoria. 

When tenders were called for, It was 
stipulated In the conditions that quarried 
granite was required. I quoted a price con- 
sistent with requirements, my price being 
equalled by Mr. Fleming, who quoted for 
boulder granite, a different kind of ma- 
terial altogether, and which Is much more 
varied in Its nature, boulder granite being 
very unreliable and more Inconsistent than 
quarried granite, which latter was the ar- 
ticle called for by the city in its adver- 
tisements. 

Tin.' aldermen have not only not kept 
faith with those who were asked to tender, 
hut nt the same time have accepted Inferior 
granite. Tills is to my mind n matter re- 
flecting greatly on the honor of our city 
aldermen. 

It will be within the recollection of those 
who follow the doings of our city fathers 
that I was recommended to be awarded the 
contract by the finance committee, as my 
tender was the only local one complying 
with the conditions laid down In the- ad 
vertlsements calling for tenders. 

The council have decided otherwise, nnd 
one Is tempted to ask, Is there a colored 
gentleman on the fence'/ The colored gen- 
tleman, according to one of the aldermen, 
is tbnt Mr. Fleming was the only Victoria 
tenderer. I have for 12 years been In business 
In Victoria. I have paid tiny trade license 
for 12 years, have during that time paid 
the personal property tax, the sewer tax 
and my works have been running for this 
time within a block of the city bull. If I 
have lost my citizenship by reason of be- 
ing a successful tenderer for the construc- 
tion of the Iirackinan & Ker and Molsons 
Hank buildings in Vancouver, it Is news 
to me, and likely to be also to many other 
Victorians. We shall be told that Turner, 
lieeton & Co., Iirnckman it Ker, B, G. 
l'rlor, Wilson Bros, anil others who have 
opened branches In Vancouver are not Vic- 
torians. 

I may say further that the building plant 
used by me was purchased solely Sn Vic- 
toria, and so that Victorians can see that 
the excuse that Mr. Fleming Is the only 
Victorian Is based on grounds entirely un- 
true. 

Only a week or two ago we saw the same 
aldermen award a tender to a firm outside j 
the cfty, who was nominally $12 under j 
the Victorian tenderer, so the Inconsistent

1750, perhaps, experi- 
mentally, for, a week Inter, it was ad- 
vertised' to be given nt the chapel of the 
Foundling Hospital on May 1. when 
Handel was to open the organ be had 
presented to the institution. Its success 
was then complete, and the work has 
since been held in highest esteem, lias 
been more frequently performed than any 
other musical composition, and has al- 
ways been more attractive than anything 
that could be selected. Handel applies 
the word "sacred" to no other of his com- 
positions, from this maybe surmised thot 
he felt the present subject to be holier 
than that of any other of bis oratorios, 
and that therefore, as much as in defer- 
ence to the strong regard for ceremonial 
religion which was current at the period, 
be forebore to present for public enter- 
tainment a work bearing the Divine title. 
After the first performance at the Found- 
ling, Messiah was yearly given for the 
benefit of that hospital, and it became a 
standard work in the annual Covent 
Garden Lenten series. In ncordancc 
with tlu> use of tin? age. it was Han- 
del's wont to accompany, on the organ 
or harpsichord, the public performance 
of bis pieces; the part he played was not 
written and, for want of it, the music fis 
it stands in his scores is incomplete. 

The interest of these improvisations 
may be measured by the bareness of the 
written parts, and contemporaneous evi- 
dence attests the justice of the meter. 
The master's last public appearance was 
when he thus accompanied "Messiah" 
on Friday, April 0, 1750.. He died at 
S a.m. on the 14th of the same omntll, 
and not. as is currently said, during the 
night of Food Friday, the 13th. 

The first publication of the songs in 
Mi/vuah was uiTvertisod by Walsh, the 
music-seller, in 1700. the yea? after the 
composer's death. The first edition of 
the completed oratorio isi undated, but 
has the Imprint of Randall, Walsh's suc- 
cessor, in which the songs are obviousjy 
impressions from the same plates as wero 
used in the separate edition. The pro- 
duction of Messiah in Vienna was in a 
hall wherein was no organ and conse- 
quently such a part as Handel had play- 
ed would hive been impracticable had 
even one ns great as he been there to

HARMONY. 

Not the mathematics of music dealing 
with intervals, inversions, etc., but a few 
words ahout "the eternal fitness of 
things'' in music. The old Greek dramat- 
ists insisted upon three rules in acting, 
which were as the laws of the Modes 

and Persians: "Unity of Lime, unity 
of place, unity of action." Another 
great dramatist said: "Suit the ait ion 
to the word, the word to the action;'' and 
again, "Things done well and with a 
care, exempt themselves from fear; 
things done without example, in their 
issue are to be feared." A higher author- 
ity still says: "Let all things he done 
decently and in order;" ami if this is 
true of every department, of every re- 
lation in life, it is certainly true of the 
arts, and, of ail arts, most true of music. 
Here, lack of proportion, discrepancies, 
discord, one musical . life, the whole 
should he "mixed with sympathy, and 
united by the finest threads of thought." 
Why should a devotional hymn be set 
to the most trivial music? Why should 
a solemn and impressive church service 
be marred at its close by a postlude of 
a most noisy and irreverent character? 
All church music should be devotional: 
the prelude, voluntary, hymn, etc., should 
pulsate with praise and thanksgiving, and 
the postlude should be in harmony with 
the preceding service so as to dismiss the 
congregation quietly and reverently. 

At the concert or opera why should it 
be considered the proper thing for per- 
formers to give for eucores, .selections 
utterly at variance with the spirit in- 
voked by their first effort? Why give 
encores at all? And as to curtain, re- 
calls, we are grateful that a few of our 
leading artists arc taking a stand against 
them, and resolutely refuse to die one 
moment on the btuge, and then bow, 
smirk and smile before the curtain the 
next. Concert programmes too often of- 
fend good taste with a salmagundi of 
selections, classics, modern, popular, with 
perhaps a Beethoven Sonata close neigh- 
bor to a negro medley. 

At Beireutli, probably the best con- 
structed opera house in the world, there 
is absolutely nothing to attract attention 
from the music; everything is subservient 
to art. Public reading, pardon the di- 
gression, is often marred by a manner out 
of harmony with the sentiment of the 
selection read. We have recently heard 
"The Recessional" by Rudyarxl Kipling 
(pronounced by competent critics the best 



" Lord Ooil of Hosts be with us yet, 
Lest we forget, lest we forget." 

The old masters had this sixth sense, 
if it may so be called, in a remarkable 
degree. Handel is said to have sworn 
roundly at a singer in one of his ora- 
torios because she sang irreverently! And 
our own Lowell Mason (peace to bis gen- 
tle soul), was once conducting a rehears- 
al of the choruses in "The .Messiah" 
when be was greatly annoyed by the lack 
uf feeling displayed by the singers. Fin- 
allv when they reached the lines "Be- 
hold the Lamb of God" he laid down 
his baton, told them the story of the 
Passion with such intense feeling that 
the class was affected to tears; then they 
sang like an act of worship and closed 
with prayer. It is also stated that after 
some of his oratorio evenings in the old 
Academy of Music in Boston, the au- 
dience left the building as silently as if 
they were leaving church. What a coil- 
trust to the conduct in some churches at 
the present day, where the congregation 
laugh and chatter at the close of service 
as if they had just left the comic opera! 

We have very much in evidence among 
us, the musician with brilliant technique, 
the musician with some musical feeling, 
and. occasionally in a third, these two 
qualities combined, but with a lack of 
general intelligence and broad culture. 
May we not hope some day to have many 
musicians who combine all of these de- 
sirable qualities in a harmonious whole? 
—Elizabeth Caldwell.

THE RED CROSS. 

The Canadian Section's Work Reported 
On. 

A recent copy of the Daily Chronicle 
had the following from its correspond- 
ent at Kimberely:— 

Section A. of the Canadian branch 
of the Bed Cross Society is doing splen- 
did work here. ( 

I learn from Lieutenant-Colonel G. 
Sterling Bycrson, of the Canadian army 
medical stall' that three years ngu he 
obtained permission from tin 1 central 
committee to establish in Canada the 
first colonial brunch of the lied Cross 
Society. 

During the Spanish war, though he 
was nimble to send men, subscriptions 
were raised for Bed Cross work at the 
front. As soon as the present war 
broke nut subscription lists were opened, 
and £5,000 was subscribed, of which 
£1,50(> wns sent to London. But it was 
thought desirable to send men 1" Africa 
to work under the Reil Cross Committee 
with special instructions to keep in touch 
with the Canadian sick and wounded. 

Colonel Bycrson arrived three weeks 
ago with the second contingent nnd im- 
nieditely proceeded to the front. He 
arrived on the day of Pnurdoberg, and 
after the battle, when transporting the 
sock and wounded through Kimber- 
ley to Orange River station, he found 
he could extend his operations to a wider 
sphere by undertaking work with the 
British army here in Kimberely. 

He hail made ovet M00 cots to the De 
Beers Hospital, which have been dis- 
tributed to the extemporized hospitals 
and has brought clothing, sheets, pyja- 
mas, blankets, fruit and other necess- 
aries. In the Masonic Temple there arc 
!)0 cots tilled with Canadian sick, prin- 
cipally enteric patients. 

The principal medical officer of the 
1st division has expressed his great sat- 
isfaction in what the Canadian society 
has been able to do, It is of course, 
working under Sir John Furley,, the 
chief commissioner of the Ited Cross nt 
Capo Town. 'flic work will be con- 
tinued as long as any necessity exists 
for it. 'I'hi' hospital furniture is arrang- 
ed to fold up so that it can be transport- 
ed elsewhere. Canadians in England 
have been asked to subscribe through 
the Canadian commissioner. This is the 
first time that colonials have assisted 
in Imperial hospital work. 

Among the most interesting cases in 
the Canadian hospital is that of Lance 
Corporal OctuinpiirK?) of Montreal. 
1 luring the operations at Paardeherg, 
he became sick while marching with 
a brigade and fell out and lost con- 
sciousness. When he recovered his 
senses be found himself alone and was 
soon taken prisoner by three Boers. 
They took his shoes and coat from him 
and he was guarded by one or other of 
them all day. But he managed to es- 
cape early next morning. 

lie eluded their search and wandered 
for three days. At last ho saw the 
lights of Kimberely and literally crawl- 
ed into the town, having hurt his buck 
by falling into a hole. He had been 
three days and a half without food or 
water, and hud travelled 45 miles with- 
out shoes. He bound bis puttees round 
his feet. When he asked the Boers for 
water they replied they had not enough 
themselves. lie is recovering, and with 
rest nnd the attention he is receiving 
in the -Canadian Bed Cross hospital he 
will be soon lit for service.

The first impression was one of an in- 
extricable tangle and mass of wheels, 
fevers, rods, bulging pipes, bolts, wires, 
gauges, cocks, castings, and all that goes 
to overpower the imagination of the 
mind unacquainted with mechanics. It 
was bewildering. The boat seemed tilled 
to bursting with machinery. In the air 
was the odor of gasoline. In the rear 
another apartment or section was vis- 
ible; for all was brightly lighted with 
incandescent burners. This was also till- 
ed with machinery, seine red painted elec- 
tric dynamos looming particularly con- 
spicuous, but there was a little passage- 
way left on one side, and ns the floor 
was a few Mteps lower, a man could stand 
without stooping. Here were some large 
steid levers which it was later explained 
were to start and stop the engines, and 
to change from the gasoline to the elec- 
tric power, when leaving the surface for 
a voyage under water. 

Beginning with the object upon which 
his eyes rested first, "That is the wdieel 
which releases the torpedo," explained 
Captain Cable, who is the practical oper- 
ator of the craft. "And just above it is 
the dynamite gun. Yos.iit has a dyna- 
mite gun, too, though it will probably he 
taken out of the later bouts; this gov- 
ernment does not go much on dynamite 
guns. What you see there is the end of 
the tube in which the torpedo is fitted. 
It is released by springs. The tube fills 
lit unci' with water, but this arrange- 
ment is to force the water out with com- 
pressed air. It is nil done almost in- 
stantaneously. Then you upon it and 
insert another torpedo." 

OPERATING THE CRAFT. 

When operating the craft the captain 
stands in the manhole through which he 
had come. His hands rest on two wheels, 
each about nine inches in diameter. One 
controls the rudder, nnd the other the 
"driving rudder." By the latter she is 
made to come to the surface or to go 
down. 

And right here it should he stated that 
this diving boat does not go down by 
virtue of its specific gravity— though it 
can he nindo to do so. If nt resi in its 
ordinary condition it will come to the 
surface. The small turret and a little of 
its back will be above water. It is caus- 
ed to sink by the "diving rudder." that 
is, by horizontal plains which are given 
an inclination downward, which, com- 
bined with the forward movement, causes 
her to shove her nose under. It is just 
the same principle as a fish swimming. 

"But by filling the submerging tanks 
I can make her sink in n minute," ex- 
plained Captain Cable. We could hear 
the water swashing around beneath our 
feet, and lie explained that the tanks 
were there which regulated the specific 
gravity of the vessel. There were sep- 
lirto tanks forward and rear, so ns to 
make the craft heavier or lighter on eith- 
er end as occasion might require. "Trim- 
ming tanks," he called them. . The 
amount of water in them was regulated 
by compressed air, ami could he changed 
with remarkable rapidity. lie gave fig- 
ures, but figures are confusing. 

BREATHING UNDER WATER. 

"But how about breathing under the 
water?" Captain Cable was asked. 
"Doesn't it get close?" 

"Oh, that is the least of our difficul- 
ties," he replied. "We never nut ice any 
difference from being outside. There is 
enough air in that tube." and he kicked 
a long iron boiler at the side, "to last 
thirty hours. If we should get into a 
tight place we could just drop to the bot- 
tom and stay there." 

Submarine navigation is all by the 
compass. In this respect the real' thing 
differs from the story book. There are 
not bright headlights, illuminating the 
bowls of the ocean, nor any observation 
car windows at the side from which to 
study fish life tit close range. There 
may be in time; but the man in the Hol- 
land is quite in the dark. As soon as 
the bout leaves the surface the port- 
holes become dark. A couple of feet 
depth shuts out most of the light. The 
navigator takes his hearing while at the 
surface, lays his course and then goes 
down and steers to it. It is like navi- 
gating in a fog. 

The Holland is built primarily for war. 
It is intended as a type of boat: which 
shall lurk about the harbors for pur- 
poses of defence. In case a hostile ship 
or fleet came with striking range it. could 
run out, entirely beneath the surface; 
and unobserved and discharges a tor- 
pedo under the enemy. It is not intended 
for long cruises, though the inventors 
claim that it -can go 1.500 miles- on the 
surface without renewing its supply of 
gasoline, that it ean go 40 knots under 
water without coming to the surface, and 
ean dive to a depth of twenty feet in 
eight seconds. 

INVENTOR A SCHOOL TEACHER. 

Commander Kimball, who is the navy 
department expert on the subject of tor- 



pedoes, is an enthusiast on the sub- 
ject of the Holland. He says himself 
that it is a hobby. He knew Holland 
twenty years ago, when the inventor was 
teaching school in New Jersey. Captain 
Kimball examined his plans for a sub- 
marine boar, and was so impressed with 
them that he wrote Holland to come to 
Washington to see hint; but the young 
man replied that he would be unable to 
do so, as he had not the money to pay 
the fare. Kimball then tried to get the 
government to give Holland work in the 
department as draughtsman at two dol- 
lars and a half a day, but" again failed. 
Had he been successful the government 
would now be jn possession of all the 
patents and righto of the Holland. For 
that is the rule with inventions of em- 
ployees. Captain Kimball believes that 
a few little boats like the Holland would 
keep a hostile fleet outside of bombard- 
ing range. He believes that when nil in- 
vestment of $250,000 will cause to run 
away an investment of live million dol- 
lars, and seven men put to flight five 
hundred men, that is the proper science 
of war. 

France is the first nation to invest in 
submarine boats. But it is the general 
opinion of navy men that all the nations 
will have to come to it. 

In rough water or a storm a submarine 
boat is a very different thing from the 
ordinary ship. Of course at the bottom, 
or far below the surface, it would not 
he affected. But sailing near the sur- 
face it receives from the agitated waters 
a lateral motion. The principle of the 
thing will be best understood by conceiv- 
ing of the boat as an inverted pendulum 
The boat is supported by its buoyancy 
and the weight at the bottom is the sta- 
tionary centre. The upper pact swings 
comparatively free. The rolling waters 
do not lift the vessel as they would if it 
was supported on their surface, but mere- 
ly cause it to swing from side to side. 
' All the problems of an . engineering 
character essentia 1 , to make possible the 
famous Nautilus seem to be solved in the 
Holland. It is comparatively small, be- 
ing about as long as the width of an or- 
dinary street. This leaves no room for 
furnishings or comfort. But suppose it 
enlarged and used for pleasure, instead 
of war, with a few more and larger port 
holes, cabins, berths nnd provisions, nnd 
the dream of the novelist would be com- 
plete almost to detail. 



beauty, and, though few of us know it, 
are really the result of careful atten- 
tion. Neglected finger nails seldom 
have them. It is when the cuticle is 
detached from the nail and pushed back 
carefully that they appear. 

Who has not seen a pretty hand made 
hideous by nails gummed up with lurid 
red rouge? This is because the deeply 
tinted pastes are used with reckless gen- 
erosity. Apply with the finger barely 
enough to give a faint tint. Follow with 
a dash of powder, and then polish each 
nail separately. 

Like the filing the movement should 
always be upward, towards the centre. 
This avoids getting the rouge and pow- 
der in the cuticle, so that it looks like 
a little spiked fence surrounding the nail. 

After polishing, dip the finger in" a 
second bowl of warm suds, and, with a 
brush, remove powder and rouge. The 
polishing sometimes hriiigs up rough, 
jagged, little points, and thes must be 
attended to with the orange stick and 
the pointed scissors after the hands are 
dried. An excellent polish is got by 
rubbing the nails of one hand in the 
palm of the other. 

Careful treatment of the nails does 
much more than to make them beautiful.

the Sensible Girl Looks Aft< 
Her Fingers. 



There is nothing^ that bespeaks good 
breeding and the instincts of the gentle- 
woman like pretty, white hands and 
well-enred-for nails. The possibilities 
of transforming a really ugly hand into 
a thing of beauty are greater than one 
would fancy. 

It is like the transformation that takes 
place when a plain, little woman sits 
down beneath the arch, skilful lingers of 
a trained hairdresser, and observes the 
transition from caterpillar to butterfly, 
'fo be an adept at hairdressing requires 
a natural talent and artistic feeling that 
few women possess. 

To keep the hands beautiful and the 
nails good to look upon requires only the 
efforts of one who is painstaking in 
everything slit! attempts, and wdio loves 
cleanliness for cleanliness' sake. Un- 
clean, ragged, coarse linger nails are un- 
pardonable. 

.Manicuring methods change from time 
to time. The old way of gouging and 
snipping the cuticle and torturing the 
nerves passed out of existence several 
years ago. and the new French method— 
which is gentleness and daintiness itself 
—has taken the place of the more bar- 
barous anil .painful manner of hand 
cleaning. 

To do the work thoroughly and effec- 
tively, a set of six instruments is necess- 
ary. ' There is the steel file, the bevel- 
ing file of sandpaper, the orange wood 
stick, scissors, polisher nnd cuticle knife. 
The professional adds to these a little 
cushion on which to rest her patron's 
hand, a bowl of water, a bottle of bleach 
for removing stains, and two small 
boxes of jars containing rouge and pol- 
ishing powder. These ure arranged on? 
a table over which has been thrown a 
clean, white towel. 

Cutting the nails makes them v.ory 
brittle, and that is why the file is pre- 
ferred for shaping and trimming. But 
when the nails are -very long tiling is 
an endless and nervous task, and is best 
avoided by the use of the scissors, fol- 
lowing with a quick smoothing with the 
file. If the file is used every day, or 
every other day as it should be, trimm- 
ing with the scissors will not be ncces- 
sn ry. 

When tiling always go from the side 
toward the centre. Avoid filing deeply 
on tile sides of the nail, as this will make 
it broad. By giving it the correct shape 
the nail will be considerably affected, 
und will grow accordingly. A broad, 
flat nail can be made to taper in time 
if it is kept well rounded. 

A beautiful almond shaped nail can 
be made into ugly proportions by incor- 
rect treatment. The long nail, or worse 
still., the sharp pointed nail, is never 
permissible. Follow the lines of the 
ends of the fingers as much as possible, 
allowing only the centre of the nail to 
show beyond the linger tip. 

To avoid splitting of the nail, follow 
the lirst filing with the use of n small 
bevelling file, which will remove all the 
little rough places left by the larger 
one. This is made of sand poper and is 
rounded at the ends. When each linger 
has been treated carefully the hand 
should be dipped into a small bowl filled 
with warm suds, and kept there while 
the other hand is being treated. 

Five minutes is long enough for tiie 
hand to stay in the water, as a longer 
soaking will make the nails too soft to 
handle well. It is preferred, for that 
reason, to do the filing first. White 
castile soap is generally used for the 
suds. 

Blenches for the nails can be purchas- 
ed at any drug store, hut. a simple one 
can he prepared at home by mixing one 
tablespoonful of rose wnter with an 
equal amount of lemon juice. Dip an 
orange wooil stick in the bleach, nnd 
with it go carefully about the base of 
the nail and under it. When pushing 
back the cuticle, be very gentle, as the 
tender flesh is extremely sensitive. 

Do not touch the scissors to this cuti- 
cle, except as it is necessary to remove 
hang nails. If the cuticle is lifted care- 
fully with the orange stick every morn- 
ing, just utter the hands have been bath- 
ed, nnd if it is pushed back gently with, 
an old, soft towel, the rough harsh flesh 
will disappear entirely in time. 

Nothing is gained by cutting it away, 
and the snipping is nerve trying beyond 
everything to a woman of quick senses. 
Coid cream or white vaseline should 
be applied every night and the cuticle 
knife 'called into play every morning. 
By using this the flesh can be broken 
from its attachment to the nail, but by 
no means let the flesh be bruised or 
broken in the work. 

The base of the nails needs more atten- 
tion than one would naturally suppose. 
It is an easy matter for the nail to form 
un unbeautlful line nt the base, nnd the 
cuticle must be kept back in place in a 
desirable curve, so that the pretty half 
moon is made ns prominent as possible. 
These diminutive crescents are marks of |

Don't polish to a door knob brilliancy. 
Highly polished, shimmering nails are 
undesirable. 

Don't neglect your linger nails. Let 
tin- treatment be regular. Ten minutes 
a day will keep them clean and pretty. 

Don l forget that brittle nails should 
be filed frequently. Clipping only in- 
creases the brittle condition. Dipping in 
warm nlmond oil at night is a wise 
practice. 

Don't scoff nt the idea that pressing 
the ends of the fingers gently will make 
I hem assume the shape of the nails, for 
il is a fact. 

Don't use nail blenches too generously 
and don't fail to be stingy of rouge anil 
powder. Let your nails be beautiful 
with no visible signs of the careful mani- 
curing that keeps them pink and level v. 

Don't fancy that the tiny, white specks 
that come on the nails can be easily re- 
moved. The use of steel manicure in- 
struments sometimes causes them, al- 
though they are more frequently the 
result of mi over supply of lime in the 
system. 

Don't use cheap manicuring instru- 
ments. They are worse than none at 
all.

Three Delicate Processes That 
Make a Gem Heady for 
Your Ring. 



From the Loudon Golden Penny. 

Among the many industries of Am- 
sterdam one of the most interesting, as 
well a* the most important, is that of 
iliirmond cutting and polishing. Though 
an unknown art until the fifteenth cen- 
tury, it has since that time flourished 
greatly, until now at the present day 
there are no less than sixty-two firms 
registered as diamond companies in this 
great city. Among the more important 
of these firms stands thai of Mr. (.'ou- 
ter's, established in 1843. Here ;t, r >0 to 
•100 workmen are constantly employed, 
most of them in the delicate work of diil- 
tuond polishing. 

When the diamonds arrive first in Am- 
sterdam they arc in the same rough un- 
cut state as they were- when found in 
the South African mines for 80 per cent, 
of all the diamonds cut and polished an- 
nually in Mr. Coster's factory come from 
South Africa. Before reaching their 
liighy poiished stale they have to pass 
through three separate and distinct pro- 
cesses — the processes of diamond split- 
ting, diamond cutting and diamond pol- 
ishing, and when these arc accomplished 
the stones are ready for the jeweller. 

The first process consists simply of 
splitting the rough diamond (containing 
Haws into several pure flawless ones, 
and in tins work twelve men are con- 
stantly employed. 

lu this particular process no machinery 
is used, fulling open u small drawer in 
the wooden table, one of the men showed 
us beautiful uncut diamonds all still in 
the rough state. Then we watched the 
actual "splitting" process itself. At tirst 
sight it looks a simple one. hut we soon 
discovered that it needs great skill on 
the part of the workmen. A small wood- 
en tool is held in the left hand, into 
which a rough diamond has been firmly 
"waxed"' at the top. Pieces of the wax- 
like cement lie conveniently near on the 
table, and as a gas jet is always burning 
there, the necessary heat is easily sup- 
plied. In the right ham. of the workman 
a similar tool is held, the top consisting 
also of a diamond which later on is to 
he used as a knife in splitting the rough 
diamond held in the other hand. Noth- 
ing lint a diamond will cut a diamond, 
and so the diamond is extensively employ- 
ed in all the diamond cutting factories 
in Amsterdam. A stone of 100 carats 
can be split in fifteen minutes by skilfully 
pressing one diamond against the other on 
the spot where a Haw occurs, the dia- 
mond in the right hand being used as a 
knife. Where a Haw occurs a split soon 
takes place, and the diamond divides into 
two stones. Should there be another 
Haw in either of these, the operation is 
again repeated, until several pure, tiaw- 
le.ss diamonds lie on the rough wooden, 
table, and the first process is successfully 
accomplished. . 

The second process, that of diamond 
cutting, is also performed without the 
aid of machinery, except in the ease of 
the larger stones. The work of diamond 
cut ling is performed by Dutch women 
and girls. Twenty women are employed 
for eight hours every day (from 8 a.m. 
until 112, and then again from '1 p.m. un- 
til ti). Their wages vary from twelve to 
twenty "guldens" a week (from $0 to 
$Sl. and they certainly look a most re- 
spectable and capable set of workwomen. 
Thousands of diamonds annually pass 
through their hands. In one year 40,000 
have been cut in this one factory. 

Diamond splitting ami diamond cut- 
ting look somewhat alike, as" the toold 
are very similar, but in reality the pro- 
cess is not the same, the great differ- 
ence being that pressure is always us#d 
in the tirst instance always on the same 
spot, with the idea of causing the dia- 
mond to split into two stones; while in 
the other ease it is used equally on every 
part of the diamond, in order to give it 
simply a round shape. To gain this 
roundness is, therefore, the one leading 
idea of diamond cutting. As the dia- 
monds are cut a fine dut fulls from them 
into a wooden box on the table, and this 
powder is most carefully preserved, as it 
is used largely in diamond polishing, 
when mixed with oil. 

All the diamonds to be cul are given 
to the women in small packets, each 
jacket having the number ami size of 
the diamonds it contains written plainly 
on the outside. After having once re- 
ceived these packets, the women arc re- 
sponsible for their contents. 

Tlte work of diamond cutting is par- 
ticularly hard and very trying to the 
eye. 1 ;, os many of the' diamonds are so 
small that 800 of them only weigh one 
carat. The time thai a diamond takes 
to cul depends very much on its size, a 
large Olio weighing ten carats usually 
lakes from three to four hours, while the 
smaller ones take much less time. 

The third process, that of diamond pol- 
ishing, is an important anil lengthy one. 
There are ten large rooms in Mr. Cos- 
ter's factory entirely devoted (o this 
work, a work. too. in which machinery 
plays a large and important part. Three 
hundred and fifty men are here constant- 
ly employed in polishing annually thous- 
ands of diamonds. 

Tile skilled workmen sit. at long .nar- 
row tables with their hacks to the win- 
dows, having in from of them the small 
iron wheels which revolve with such ter- 
rible rapidity when set in motion by the 
great engine. Facing the windows stand 
apprentices and less skilled workmen, 
whose work is to receive the diamonds 
from the cutting room and solder them 
(bv aid of gas jet) into the top of small 
pear shaped tools of various sizes, these 
tools being composed of lead and tin. The 
diamond tipped tools then pass into the 
hands of the skilled workmen, who, be- 
fore fastening them firmly into frames 
which staud in close proximity to the 
wheels, dip each diamond into a mixture 
of oil and diamond dust. This is a most 
important part of the process, for by 
means of these grains of dust the polish- 
ing is done. Four of these tools con- 
taining diamonds are then placed in posi- 
tion near the wheel (four can be polished 
at once), and with a quick movement of 
the hand the iron discs are set in motion. 
The wheels revolve 1,500 times a min- 
ute, and the diamond is polished on one 
particular side by meaus of the constant 
friction on it of the grains of diamond 
dust. 

As the object of diamond cutting is 
simply to make the stone a round one, 
no the ohjeet of diamond polishing is to 
give the diamond the many "sides" (to 
use a technical expression) considered ne- 



cessary by the jeweller before it is ready 
for setting. 

Great skill is needed in ibis work, for 
each stone has to he re-soldered a great 
many times on to the top of the pear- 
shaped tools, and placed again and again 
in 'connection with the revolving wheels, 
in order to produce these "sides."

Expert Says Many Western Abandoned 
Properties Will Again be Worked. 

Mr. S. II. Johnson, jr.. of London, 
England, who has spent several months 
in the Western Stales and in British Col- 
umbia, making experiments to determine 
whether tl res are adapted to the "til- 
ler pressure" system of recovery, in 
which he is interested, expressed the 
view to a representative of the Toronto 
Globe that the application of the latest 
scientific methods of recovering the ore 
values would result in the reopening of 
many properties in the West, (speciality 
in the Idaho and Montana silver region, 
not now worked because the ores are just 
below a profitable grade. 

The system that he thinks w ill prove 
effective is already in operation in New 
Zealand and Wcstralian gold fields in a 
mine where under former conditions by 
the use of the ordinary precipitation pro- 
cess 07 to 00 per cent., only of the gold 
was recovered in fourteen days from the 
tanks. Now 00 per cent, is recovered in 
six hours. The cost in the precipitation 
is about $20 a ton, and by the tiller press 
■S2. In effect the system provides for the 
crushing of the ores to a slimy consis- 
teucy, the drawing oft of the water in 
tanks, and then the forcing out of the 
balance of the moisture save about 20 
per cent, by pressure, which leaves the 
slime in the form of cakes. A cyanide 
solution is introduced under heavy pres- 
sure, the slimes are put into a vortex 
mixer with a pump attachment, together 
with the solvent solution, and thorough- 
ly mixed up. so that the gold and silver 
is dissolved by the 'solution. A second 
use of the liller press is made, this time 
to separate the slimes from which the 
bulk of the ore values has been removed 
from the solutions, which in the form of 
a clear (literate are sent away to the pre- 
cipitating plant. In the silme cakes there 
remains a little moisture, which contains 
values, and these are displaced by water 
under pressure, hi effect, first the water 
used in crushing is squeezed out of the 
crushed ore, then cyanide solution is in- 
troduced, which picks tip the gold and 
silver and for the time attaches them to 
itself. This liquid, if it may be so called, 
is in turn squeezed out, and it of course 
contains the gold and silver, which is re- 
covered later on by precipitation. 

Mr. Johnson is taking home a number 
of samples of British Columbia ores, and 
thinks that they will prove suitable for 
the process. All ores containing over 2 
per cent, copper, however, are not open 
to this treatment, and are of necessity 
smelting ores.

Our voyage was prosperous; we soon 
reached the land of the Franks, and in 
six days' journey after landing we came 
to the great city of Paris. Here my 
Prankish friend hired a room, and advis- 
ed me to use proper discretion in laying 
lout my money, which in all was two 
thousand thalers.

! quack, and 1 wanted everywhere the 
recommendation of my father, who would 
have introduced me to the wealthiest and 
noblest persons, who now no longer 
thought of poor Zaleukos. Neither could 
I find customers for my father's goods, 
lor all had gone elsewhere after his death 
and new ones come but slowly. I hail 
often seen in France men of my native 
land, who travelled through the country, 
j exposing their goods in the market-places

I took my knives out of the case, 
which, as a doctor, I always carried, and 
approached the bed.

I opened my shop at the usual time, 
and my neighbor came in, as he usually 
did ia the morning, being fond of a chat. 
"Well, neighbor." said he, "what do you 
think of this horrible occurrence which 
took place last night?" I pretended not. 
to know anything about it. "What! do 
you pretend not to know what is known 
all over the town? Not to know that the 
fairest flower in Florence, Biauca, the 
daughter of the governor, was murdered 
last night? Ah me; 1 saw her even yes- 
terday go in her carriage with her bride- 
groom, for it was only yesterday she was 
married." Every word spoken by my 
neighbor was a dagger in my heart. How 
often were these my tortures renewed, 
for each of my customers repeated the 
story, one painting it more frightfully 
than the other, though none could speak 
all the horrors I had myself witnessed. 
About noon an officer from the magis- 
trate entered my shop, and, requesting 
me to dismiss the customers, and produc- 
ing the things I missed, he said, "Senore 
Zaleukos, do you own these things?" 1 
hesitated a moment whether I had not 
better disown them altogether, but, see- 
ing through the half-open door my hind- 
loard am! several acquaintances, who 
might perhaps witness against me, I de- 
termined not to aggravate the affair by 
telling a falsehood, and so owned the 
tilings produced.

Succeeding them Vhe" same amount of worl 
came the beinliu administration, aud tuey 
following the same course, inserted the 
same clause in all private legislation, and 
the same way lust session. So that every 
charter for ttie last three sessions in Brit- 
ish Columbia, has had this clause insert- 
ed in it.

.should be some general law applicable 
(o the case instead of making an amend- 
ment to a railway charier limiting these 
Chinese, who have paid $50 a head for 
the advantage of living here, to 
certain lines of employment when they 
eome into the country. It would be a 
drawback in the building of railways, be- 
cause, one of the objects in the building 
of railways should be to get them built 
as cheaply as possible, and one of (he 
elements in cheapness would be the ele- 
ment of labor. If die Chinese can do

well, more cheaply than others, that 
would be one substantial advantage to 
the localities where railways must be 
built. I think that the principle involved 
Hi the amendment is radically wrong. 1 
think if it is in the interest of white

there can only be' one reason, so far as 
1 can see, why the applicants have ap- 
plied to this parliament, instead of to 
the legislature of British Columbia, and 
that is simply to evade the undoubted de- 
sire of (he people of British Columbia, 
m regard to this foreign labor question. 
The excuse is often submitted by par- 
ties who apply here instead of to the 
provincial legislature for charters, that 
it is much simpler to finance under a Do- 
minion charter than under a provincial 
charter. So far as these particular ap- 
plicants are concerned, there can be no 
force in that argument at all for the rea- 
son that they represent what is probably 
the wealthiest family in British Colum- 
bia. It. would be a small undertaking for 
them, out of their own resources, to con- 
struct the whole of this line, There is 
no reason, 1 submit, why these appli- 
cants should apply to this parliament for 
this charter except one, and that is sini- 
ply that they may defeat the wishes of 
l he people of British Columbia in regard 
to the employment of Chinese and Ori- 
ental labor. I was met with the objee-

l'.C. Appeals. Dealing with this aspect 
of our constitution, Lord Sclbourue says 
m this case: 

"Their lordships observe that the 
scheme of enumeration in section 01 of 
the British North America Act 
That is referring to the. matters which 
this parliament may deal with: 
"—is to mention various categories on 
general subjects which may be dealt with 
by legislation. There is no indication iu 
in any instance of anything being con- 
templated except what ■.nay be properly 
described as general legislation." 

That is, it would be quite competent 
for us to insert in this bill that no rail- 
ways in Canada should employ China- 
meat, but it would be contrary to the 
judgment in this case to pass such an 
umeudmeut as this, and make it applic- 
able only to a small piece of road in a 
particular province. in the case of 
(lodge vs. Tile Queen, a very well known 
case, Mr. Justice Burton, quoting Lord 
Carnarvon, says: 

"The ical object of this act is to give 
to the central government these high 
t unctions and almost sovereign powers 
by which general principles and uniform- 
ity of legislatiou may be secured in these 
questions that are of couimou import to 
all the provinces." 

Mr. Justice Gynue, iu another case, re- 
fers to these matters, which are to be 
within the category with which this par- 
liament may deal as follows: 

"Matter in which, as being of a gener- 
al quasi-national aud sovereign character, 
the inhabitants of the other provinces 
may be said to have a common interest." 

In the Queen vs. Kobertson, the Su- 
preme Court of Canada decided: 

"That the British North America Act 
gave to parliament the right to legislate 
in regard to matters of national or gen- 
eral concern; such general laws as are 
for the benefit of the public at large." 

There are numerous other cases to 
show that our legislatiou in this parlia- 
ment must be ot a general character. It 
might be argued that there may be a 
potential aspect to this, and that poten- 
tially this parliament might puss legisla- 
tion of that kind. There is no precedent 
for it, and it would be absolutely against 
usage in this parliament if any such 
amendment as that niov^-d by the hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Melnnes) should pass. 
Holding that view, I cannot see 
how the hon. gentleman, being a lawyer, 
and understanding that aspect of the 
case, can expect to successfully maintain 
the stand which he has taken in intro- 
ducing this amendment. 1 contend that 
if the amendment were passed the pro- 
moters of this bill could forthwith re- 
sort to the courts and be .sustained by the 
legal authorities which we find in abund- 
ance. If the hon. gentleman (Mr. Me- 
lnnes) chooses to ignore the constitu- 
tion in a ease so palpable as this, for my 
part I shall stand by the constitution 
though in the next moment my support 
of the constitution should result in send- 
ing me to political oblivion. It is a most 
dangerous stage to arrive at, if we should 
come here feeling to strongly on a cer- 
tain matter that we should ignore the 
principles of law which govern us, and 
say: 'The constitution be blowed, let us 
get this law in and throw the onus on the 
other people to have it rectified." As 1 
have already said, I would not take a

is a right and a wrong way to redress 
our grievances — and we have grievances.

Sir Adolpho Caron (Three Divers)— I 
am disposed to agree with most of the 
views expressed by the hon. gentleman 
who has just taken his seat. I cannot, 
however, agree with him on this one 
point, It seems to me quite clear that 
this parliament can attach any condition 
it pleases to a charter which ft grants to 
a company. There is no question in my 
mind that this parliament can provide, 
as a condition to the grunting of this 
charter, that no Chinese labor shall he 
employed ou the railway. But, Sir, the 
question of Chinese lubor is a question 
too large and too important to be de- 
cided by a side issue of this kind. It 
seems to me, whether we accept or re- 
ject the amendment proposed by the hon. 
lumber for Vancouver, Chinese labor is 
a question which must be decided as a 
mutter if policy brought down by the 
government and voted on by parliament, 
It is a question more intimately connected 
with immigration than any other ques- 
tion that has come before parliament. If 
the amendment proposed by the hon. 
member for Vancouver were accepted by 
this parliament, it would simply mean 
that this company will not be permitted 
to avail itself of Chinese labor in the 
construction of its railway; and would 
there not be an anomaly in the fact that 
one company building u railway would 
be deprived of the right to utilize Chin- 
ese labor, while the next company might 
be granted a charter without this amend- 
ment, and would therefore be allowed to 
use Chinese labor? If, as the hon. gen- 
tleman bus suggested, the government 
have decided to introduce a policy upon 
this very important question— important 
not only to the province of British Col- 
umbiu, hut to tho Dominion nl large — I 
do not think this house should discrimin- 
ate against one company in respect to 
Chinese labor, when other companies 
have the right to use that labor. In 
view of the relations which exist between 
Great Britain and China, this question 
is one which requires on the part of the 
government all the attention they can 
bestow upon it; and if their promise to 
bring down u policy on the subject is

to prevent its being done: whether as a 
mailer of general or of particular legis- 
lation I cure not— it is something that 
should be done, and I am one to cast my 
vote to do it whenever the opportunity 
arises.

that we have the power to insert such a 
clause as this in it. It need not be said 
that we have no power or no right to 
insert such a clase. If we can grant 
such a charter as this, we have the power 
aud the right to name the conditions upon 
whic'i it shall be granted. If the com- 
pany do not like ihe conditions, they can 
apply to the British Columbia legisla- 
ture. The lion, member for West Huron 
I.Mr. Holmes) shows, by the comparison 
which he' makes between the Chinese and 
other immigrants, that he has not paid 
much attention to this question. The 
United States, Australia, and New Zen 
land have barred out the Chinese; Can- 
ada still has the door open, We know 
that there is grave danger, and parlia- 
ment should recognize that. British Col- 
umbia has tried hard for years part to 
impress this upon this parliament, but 
whether the warning has sunk deep into 
the fninds of bon. gentlemen or not i'. is 
haul to say. I would ask hon. members 
to remember that this is not a question 
of Chinese immigration generally; it is a 
question of one railway charter and one 
condition that is proposed to be inserted 
in ii. I think the proposition of the hon. 
member for Vancouver (Mr. Mclunes.) 
should be accepted. 

The Prime Minister (Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rieri— The discussion that has taken 
place in this house shows that there is 
some division of opinion us to whether 
this clause should be adopted. In my 
judgment there is a paramount reason 
why it should not be adopted. This 
question was discussed before the rail- 
way committee and the bill was passed 
by that committee. Now, the policy, 
which, for my part, I have endeavored 
to follow, and the policy which I think 
preceding governments have also endea- 
vored to follow in proceedings in this 
house, is to sustain the report of the 
railway committee as a rule. All these 
question are amply discussed in that 
committee, and unless paramount rea- 
sons are given why the decision of that 
committee should not be sustained by the 
House, the house has usually sustained 
its decision. The railway committee hav- 
ing considered this question, have como 
to the conclusion not to accept the amend- 
ment of my hon. friend from Vancouver 
(Mr. Melnnes), and I have not heard 
anything so far in this debute which 
should induce the bouse to refuse to sanc- 
tion the conclusion of that committee. 
There may be a good deal to be said in 
favor of the contention of my hon. friend 
from New Westminster (Mr. Morrison), 
who argued that this legislation was 
hardly within our constitutional power. 
1 am not prepared to offer an opinion on 
this point, hut it is a point worthy of 
consideration. Another reason which 
seems to me absolutely unanswerable is 
that which has been given by the hon. 
member for Fast Grey (Mr. Sproule), 
namely, that as this is an act of special, 
not of general legislation, we are not 
now called upon to consider whether 
Chinese immigration is desirable or not. 
We hold in this house that it is not de- 
sirable, because we have put restrictions 
upon it, and the government has in con- 
templation to introduce a bill to deal with 
the general question of immigration. But 
so long as Chinese are admitted into this 
country, 1 think the argument of the 
hon. member from Fast Grey is unan- 
swerable, that we should not refuse them 
the privilege of earning their living. But 
it would not be right to force them to 
pay u tax at the frontier to the Canadian 
government and, having allowed them to 
come In on condition of paying that tax, 
to deny them the privilege of working. 
We must take either one view or the 
other of this question. Admit them, or 
prevent them altogether from coming. 
But as long as we maintain our present 
policy of restricting them, but not ab- 
solutely shutting them out, putting ob- 
stacles in the way of their coming, but 
not absolutely excluding them, as is done 
in some other countries, it seems to me' 
that the position taken by the hon. mem- 
ber from Fast Grey is absolutely sound, 
and that we should not deny them the 
privilege of working that is granted lo 
every other class of residents.

A NFNGL1SH WEAKNESS. 

No nation is quite so averse as tho 
English to pushing an advantage. When 
once the upper hand is gained, some- 
thing in the temperament of the people 
opens the way to a Hood of sentimental 
weakness that sups prudence and com- 
mon sense and hurries on a deluge of 
criminal generosity. The trait has its 
roots in guud qualities, but it may easily 
be carried too far. The British have 
carried it too fur time and again, and no- 
where so often us iu South Africa. See- 
ley used to say that England conquered 
half tho world in u tit of absent-minded- 
ness, not knowing what she was about. 
There was really no other way iu which 
she could conquer it. For any such de- 
liberate scheme of expansion as has 
bought Russia to Chinese waters, coolly 
matured and inflexibly curried out, both 
the British constitution and the peculiari- 
ties of the British people are entirely un- 
fitted. Unscientific by instinct, they have 
been peculiarly so in the work of empire- 
building. Good luck and the absence of 
rivals have been the main foundation of 
British expansion, and what fortune has 
brought, diplomacy has often just as 
lightly thrown away — diplomacy and this 
tendency to be unduly considerate of a 
vanquished foe because he is vanquished. 
The characteristic is not racial, but sole- 
ly insular. America has it not, nor is it 
a quality of the Australian or Canadian 
make-up. ' Perhaps •! can make my mean- 
ing clearer by saying that had England 
been in the position America held after 
the Spanish war, Puerto Rico and the 
Philippines at least would still be parts 
of the Spanish crown. Or, if that is 
putting it a little too strongly, one may 
assert with confidence that the opposition 
to their retention in England would have 
been one hundred times us powerful as 
any that developed in the United States. 
—Harper's Weekly.

Republic, Washington In a Typl- 
ca! Bret Hate Town With 
Splendid Prospects. 



Greenwood City Has Many First- 
Rate Advantages and a Few 
Drawbacks. 



Anyone who wants to see 11 wild west- 
ern mining camp, in what the minors 
themselves call in their picturesque- 
phraseology, "full blast," should hie him 
at once to Republic, Washington. Like 
our own Roseland, Republic is situated 
most romantically, on the shoulder of ii 
high range of mountains, its centre rest- 
ing in a cup-shaped hollow of the upper 
hills, and everywhere commanding a view 
of the surrounding country that makes 
the weary, way-worn traveller forget the 
crudencss of the accommodations in the 
.several hotels of the place. Wide-open 
hut faintly expresses the condition of Re- 
public. It is every man for himself there, 
and so, perhaps, no wonder the smallpox 
thrived finely amongst the dagoes and 
other importations who were responsible 
for its appearance. Dr. Fugau found 
fourteen cases there, and all of them re- 
quiring the most careful medical atten- 
tion. One man in his devious wander- 
ings had strolled into a .saloon on the 
main street, seated himself amongst the 
gentlemen around the stove (the nights 
are sharp in March up in the mountains) 
and joined in the conversation. Pre- 
sently somebody noticed something 
wrong with the stranger's face, and the 
company discussed the matter sociably 
till a doctor happened to drop in to hear 
what was going on. No sooner had he 
(■lapped eyes on the sufferer, exclaiming: 
"Great Scott, man! 

YOU'VE GOT SMALLPOX !" 

Then were was a scatter of the smoking 
party as if a lyddite shell had hurst 
amongst them. The man was taken to 
quarantine and 1 believe died. The pro- 
vincial medical officer met with the read- 
iest co-operation from his American 
brethren, and thanks to their united ef- 
forts the disease was eventually stumped 
out. 

Kepublic has developed in a few month* 
into a great mining centre, and there can 
be no question that it has a great future 
before it. Several smelters are in course 
of erection, concentrators are being built, 
active development of the numerous 
mines which lie immediately around the 
town is being pushed, and the place itself 
is growing astonishingly. It had a popu- 
lation at that time, of over three thous- 
and, mainly men, and they were pour- 
ing in by every stage. The railway has 
not yet got down to Republic, but it will 
not be long now, and when it does come, 
a second Denver is going to rise there. 
Strange to say most of the mines around 
Republic are owned by Montreal capital- 
ists. 

GREENWOOD CITY. 

As a feat of railway engineering the 
line from Grand Forks — beg pardon, Col- 
umbia — to Greenwood, is worth a special 
visit to see. It is a steeper climb from 
Columbia to the summit than it is from 
Kobson to the tunnel, and if anything 
the scenery is even more beautiful, 
though of a somewhat different character. 
The train simply winds its way tip to 
the top of tlie rocky range, till the pas- 
senger, looking out of the car windows 
downwards find a drop oj two or three 
thousand feet sheer. The valley is heav- 
ily forested and the lumbering business 
is a flourishing one there. The supply ot 
mine timber appears to lie inexhaustible, 
and should greatly facilitate the opera- 
tions being carried on in every part of 
the mountains. Almost everywhere that 
one chooses to turn the eye, the "dumps" 
of mines dot the mountain sides. The 
Greenwood extension is another example 
of the magnificent energy of the C.P.R. 
It is rock cutting nearly the whole way, 
and must have cost, in the aggregate, an 
enormous sum to build. The line does 
not stop at Greenwood, but has been 
carried to Midway, getting on toward the 
Okanagan country. 

The quarantine was very strict at 
Greenwood, the doctor personally cross- 
examining all the passengers as to whe- 
ther they had been vaccinated, when and 
if it "took" well. Some were inclined to 
resent this as a liberty, hut the doctor 
soothed their pride with tact, and let us 
loose on Greenwood. Their is a rudi- 
mentary kind of station at Greenwood, 
but the traveller has to pick his way 
amongst freight cars for half a mile, 
dodge down some alleys, chiefly devoted 
as it seemed to the purpose 'of livery 
stables, with their usual agreeable ac- 
companiments, and emerge muddy or 
dusty, as the weather may decided for 
him, on the main thoroughfare. There 
are several excellent hotels in Green- 
wood, and all appear to be doing a pros- 
perous business. 

Dike its rival, Grand Forks, Green- 
wood has a daily paper, "run" by the 
redoubtable Duncan Ross, formerly of 
Victoria. Mr. Ross is 

A MOST I'OPUDAR MAN 

in uis town, and if he should decide to 
stand for the legislature, as has been 
hinted on more than one occasion he 
would probably poll a very large vote. 
The paper is one of the smartest jour- 
nals published in the tipper country, and 
it is just far enough out of the reach of 
the Rossland Miner to enjoy practically 
the whole lield to itself. The Rossland 
Morning Miner comes along every day 
of the week except Sunday and literally 
"blankets" the whole Boundary country. 
It is this that has compelled the Grand 
Forkers to turn out a morning instead 
of an evening paper. The Rossland 
Miner 1ms upwards of a thousand sub- 
scribers throughout the western Boun- 
dary country. 'This is what energy and 
organization can do applied in the pro- 
per quarter. The other Greenwood pa- 
per is the Miner, published and edited by 
-Mr. li. E. Gosnell, formerly provincial 
librarian. The Miner is a weekly, a 
bright and ably written paper, as one 
.would expect with an editor so amply 
qualified. News of the Coast was eager- 
ly sought by th'mose former dewellers 
thereby. Mr. J. I'. MacLeod, formerly 
principal of the Victoria High school, is 
now a prosperous lawyer in Greenwood; 
in fact all the former Victorians seem to 
have "'landed on their feet" in the Boun- 
dary, and all like the country immensely, 
Greenwood lies in a narrow glen, Hank- 
ed north and'sotith by high hills. It is 
.stilling hot in summer, and it appeared 
to me somewhat exposed to danger froth 
lire. Once a lire got a good hold on the 
wooden buildings, and anything like a 
wind were blowing up or down the gorge 
it would be a very difficult thing to cope 
with it. The town is exposed to over- 
flow, as was seen the other 'day when 



the, ^toor of one of tie theatres wan flood- 
ed to a depth of a feet. Then again, 
A VERY SERIOUS QUESTION 

with the Greenwood people will always 
bo the disposal of sewerage. There is 
no rivet - or lake near it, and unless the 
corporation adopt the expensive septic 
tank, it is difficult to see how the prob- 
lem is to he solved satisfactorily. It is 
also said that the city suffers occasionally 
from a scarcity of water. This is, of 
course, a drawback that will be over- 
come in time, for there are known to be 
in the neighborhood many excellent 
springs, and not far distant one or two 
fountain lakes, which might be used. 

Some of the best mines in the whole 
Boundary country lie just above Green- 
wood. Of those, the Sunset, is probably 
the best known. Dike all its neighbors, 
the city is growing at a wonderful rate, 
and everywhere building is being carried 
on, many substantial blocks and expen- 
sive villas being among*! the number. 
The Greenwood Club is housed in the 
top story of a business block in the cen- 
tre of the town. It is a comfortably Ap- 
pointed little club, and the amount of 
mental pabulum to be found in its read- 
ing room might surprise some Coast clubs 
which are not so lavish with the maga- 
zine fund. One has not much use for a 
bicycle in Greenwood. The most popular 
means of communication is by horseback, 
though some, with strange (pedantic) 
taste, prefer to walk. The tramway has 
not yet penetrated as far as Greenwood. 
The* place, when it begins to grow to 
metropolitan dimensions, as some of its 
citizens confidently say it will before long, 
will 

HAVE TO EXPAND LENGTHWISE, 
for already its houses are beginning to 
climb the steep hillsides, and the lateral 
space is pretty well occupied. But there 
is plenty of room at either end; so prob- 
ably Greenwood will subsequently figure 
on tile map in the shape of a streak, in- 
stead of the customary dot. The very 
existence of the town depends upon the 
mines which lie near it, but from all, ac- 
counts there docs not appear to lie any 
doubt that those are of the lasting kind. 
The passing on of the railway was rather 
a blow to the city, though it would have 
been somewhat unreasonable to expect 
the company to cease its efforts to open 
up the country on that account. No 
doubt iii the grand movement which can- 
not be far distant now. which is to trans- 
form the rich mining areas of the upper 
country into scenes of unexampled ac- 
tivity, this little city of Greenwood will 
be one of the principal centres, its enter- 
prising people sharing fully in the re- 
wards of them that had faith in its fu- 
ture.

THE POLITE ART OF WAR. 

The Boorish General of the Past and the 
Courteous Commander of the 
Present. 

If civilization in its resistless march 
has done nothing else worth mentioning, 
it has at least' taught us how to carry on 
war with the least possible amount of 
hard feeling and strictly according to the 
rules laid down for the guidance of our 
very best people. In a large measure the 
rough edges have been trimmed from 
war's hurried front, so that it now pre- 
sents an aspect rather pleasing and al- 
luring than otherwise. Indeed, a young 
man so unfortunate as to have been de- 
nied admission to those polite circles 
which give an indefinable ease of manner 
to their familiars, could not do better 
than enlist at the outbreak of the next 
little argument between civilized powers. 
If he emerge from the adventure alive 
he will, by close study and observation, 
have learned more of etiquette than he 
would in two seasons of cotillons and at- 
homes. 

Though the custom of killing one an- 
other in scientific fashion has not passed 
away, the painful duty is now performed 
in so merciful a manner that it is almost 
as painless as the extraction of a tooth. 
Time was when warring nations went out 
and punmielcd one another Willi any- 
thing they could lay their hands on, un- 
til as many men as possible were dead. 
They jabbed one another with lances, 
hacked one another with battleaxes, ami 
chopped off heads with two-handed 
swords. 

We don't do it that way. True, we 
still go to war. We range men up in 
line with highly improved guns and try 
to shoot the other fellow full of nickel- 
jacketed bullets at a range of a mile or 
two. If he doesn't run when we gallant- 
ly charge upon him, we jab him with a 
wicked triangular bayonet, designed and 
carried especially to rip open the enemy. 
But that is as far as we go nowadays. 
If the other fellow fails to die of the 
nickel-jacketed bullets or the jabbing 
with the bayonet, we tenderly raise him 
on a stretcher, carry him away to a field 
hospital and summon surgeons and nurses 
to hind up the wounds we made a few 
hours befcrc with the bullets and the 
bayonet. We carefully take his tempera- 
ture every few hours and feed him on 
patent health foods, lest he should die 
of the wounds we inflicted upon him. 
When lie has entirely recovered we send 
him back to his own army, where we can 
get another shot at him., 

It is very easy to commit a social sole- 
cism in the selection of the kind of bul- 
let with which we are to kill the other 
fellow. It is so easy to make a faux pas 
m this direction. Good form now dis- 
tates that the only bullet used shall be a 
speedy, solid one with a nickel or steel 
covering. They are so much more pleas- 
ant when passing through one, it is said 
by those who have tried several kinds. 
No army with pretensions to social prom- 
inence would use the vulgar "dum-dum," 
or soft-nosed bullet. It has entirely gone 
out. although for a long time it was very 
English and considered quite the thing. 
It is understood that its retirement was 
line to protests from many people who 
seriously objected to being killed by the 
"dum dum" bullet, though they main- 
tained they did not at all mind a good, 
swift, steel-jacket bullet. 

Time was when it was a favorite diver- 
sion of rude and boorish generals to 
sneak around in the night when the ene- 
my was sound asleep and surprise him 
before lie realty got his eyes open and 
knew what was going on. That is all 
changed now. The polite art of war has 
reached such a stage that all danger of 
such disturbances is eliminated. .When a 
general gets ready to send his lyddite 
shells over into the enemy's enrup, where 
they will tear everything up and scatter 
handftiis of the enemy all over the smil- 
ing luce of Nature, he does not take a 
mean advantage of the enemy by shoot- 
in one of them at him during luncheon 
hour. He sends by special courier a note 
to the other general which reads some- 
thing like this: 

"I have the honor to state that my artil- 
lery will open lire at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. If this hour ' is inconvenient for 
you or interfere with -any previous en- 
gagement, I shall be only too glad to 
change, it. Hoping this finds you as well 
as it leaves me, and with regards to all, 
I am yours fraternally.

AC the 'appointed honr he turns loose 
the batteries and tries to blow up every-
